Where  the  Allies  Are  Continuing  to  Land  at  Salonica 


I/JNDON,  Dec.  18. — How  two  com- 
ranlea  of  the  Royal  InnlakilHng  Kusl-

iah headnuartera  in  Macedonia.  The 
iJrltlah,  accordins:  to  the  correspondent 
of  the  Iteuter  Telegram  Company,  were 
outnumbered    ten    to    one    by    the    Bul- 

rlitriM^  Wb<i  were  weU  auppllcd  wlHy 
cannon  and  machine  kuna.  Laat  Mon« 
day  mornlnv  they  were  awakened  by  a 
heavy  bombardment  by  the  Bulsarlans, 
who  poured  a  hall  of  ahot  and  ahell  en 
them.  Bplinterlnk  roeka  Intenalfled  the 
effect  of  the  fire.  The  Bulcarlan  in- 
fantry then  advanced  to  the  attack  in 
maaaed  formation,  and  were  puniahed 
aeverely.  but  the  scarcity  of  guns  did 
not  permit  the  Britlnh  to  take  proper 
toll  of  the  advancing  BulgarlanK.  The 
Britiah  emptied  their  rifles  rapidly  into 
the  rushing  enemy  and  then  tried  to 
stem  the  tide  with  bayoneta,  but  were 
o>-arlK}rne  by  ahcer  weight  of  num- 
bera,  and  the  poaition  wns  lost,  sim- 
ilarly, the  aecond  lino  was  lost,  and  the 
Britiah  fell  back  on  the  third,  line  of 
de([cnce8. 

Two  companiea  of  the  Innlaklilings, 
however,  held  on  to  the  ridge  known  as 
Kevia  Great,  and  kvpt  back  the  Bui- 
garlans  the  whole  mominK,  although 
thPy  were  supported  only  by  rifle  fire. 
Hardly  a  man  escaped,  but  their  stand 
Impreoscd  and  delayed  the  BulgarlanH, 
thua  giving  thp  Britiah  the  much  needed 
time  to  complete  the  defensive  positioija 
In  the  third  line,  where  the  Bul^arianh 
were  finally  hold  up  for  four  day  a. 

The  Bulgarians,  the  correspondent 
adds,  having  suffered  heavTiy,  had  since 
them  attempted  no  strong  ofl'enslve  up 
to   Sunday.

•iiONDON.  Dec.  la.—racualties  aggre- 
gating 1,600  and  the  loss  of  eight  field 
guns  which  thoy  were  unable  to  re- 
move from  emplacements  are  told  of  in 
nn  offlclal  t-ommunlcation  dealing  with 
the  retreot  ofthe  British  10th  division 
from  Lake  Doiran,  Serbia.  In  conjunc- 
tion with  the  French. 

The  communication  says: 

"After  sustaining  violent  attacks  de- 
livered by  the  enemy  in  overwhelming 
numbers,  the  10th  division  succeeded, 
In  retlrtaff  to  a  strong  poaltlon  from 
LAke  Qilran  westward  towards  the  val- 
ley of  the  Vardar  in  conjunction  with 
our  Allies. 

"The  division  Is  reported  to  have 
fought  w^ll  against  very  heavy  odds, 
and  it  waa  largely  due  to  the  gallantry 
of  the  rroope,  especially  the  Munater 
Kuslllcrs,  the  bublln  Fusiliers  and  the 
Oonnaught  Bangers  that  the  withdraw- 
al  was  successfully  accomplished. 

"Owing  to  the  mountainous  nature  of 
the  country,  It  had  been  necessary  to 
place  eight  field  s-tins  for  the  purpose 
of  defence  in  positions  from  which  It 
was  Impossible  to  withdraw  them  when 
the   retirement  took,  place. 

"Our  eaaualties  amounted  to  1,500 
men."

LONDON,  Dec.  U.— The  Chronicle 
Rives  prominence  to  an  article  "from  a 
correspondent,"  discussing  the  question 
"Why  the  Allies  Will  Not  .Vbandon 
Salonica." 

It  says: 

"To  realise  why  the  Allies  have  de- 
cided to  hold  Salonica  It  Is  only  neces- 
sary to  think  out  the  consequences  of 
evacuation.  Those  consequences  would 
be  disastrous — morally,  strategically 
and  polltlcallj-.  In  the  first  place.  It 
would  openly  admit  a  serious  check. 
The  result  would  be  exhilaration  In 
Germany  and  corresponding  depression 
of  feeling  in'  the  Allied  countries. 
8«oondly,  the  complete  abandonment  of 
the  Balkans,  for  that  is  what  It  would 
mean,  might  decide  Roumania  against 
ua.  The  throwing  of  a  state  that  really 
at  heart  Is  friendly  to  us  Into  the  ranks 
of  our  enemies,  would  be  the  most  con- 
siderable disaater  that  could  befall  us. 
Thirdly,  it  would  mean  abandonment  of 
Serbia  to  her  fate.  Apart  from  the  dis- 
honor- of  auch  a  course,  it  would  have 
I  he  very  real  drawback  of  leaving  her 
In  poaaesslon  of  the  enemy  as  a  hostage, 
of  which  important  political  use  might 
T>e  made  hereafter.  Pouthly,  our  with- 
drawal from  the  Balkan  theatre  would 
\tt.  in  fact,  a  guarantee  of  safety  to  a 
vital  portion  of  the  dreek  Hank.  The 
enemy's  communication  now  stretch  In 
a  long  line  from  the  THinube  to  the 
1*erslan  Oulf.  Roughly  parallel  to  that 
line  of  commnnleatlon  arm  at  a  re- 
latively short  distance  from  it  the 
whole  way  along,  runs  the  ses,  which 
ronatltutes  the  Allies  chief  communica- 
tion. But  It  Is  In  our  power  to  dellrcr 
s  lightning  stroke  at  the  long  enemy 
(Innk  at  any  point  whlt^h  we  choose.  In 
llie  Balltans  or  elaewhere.  Finally,  to 
leavs  Ralonica  would  certainly  mean 
handing  it  over  to  the  enemy  for  a 
■nhmarlne  base.  Tt  would  not  he^roas 
etacireration  to  say, that  the  Oermans 
at  nalonicri  might  threaten  the  wtwle 
of  our  sea  communlr>atlons  saat  t»f

Officer  Describes  Action  In 
Which  British  Expeditionary 
Force  Drove  Turks  From 
Strong  Position  on  Tigris. 


LONDON,  Dec.  13.— Details  of  the 
great  battle  In  which  the  Britlslt  Indian 
army  turned  the  strong  Tulrklsh  poal- 
tlon at  Kut-el-Aiaara,  on  tba  river  Ti- 
«rls.  SO  mllsa  below  Bagdad,  and  open- 
ed ua  tba  way  ts  tbat  olty,  are  con- 
tained in  a  letter  from  an  ofllGer,  who 
writea: 

"The  position  was  the  strongest  the 
Turks  have  ev^r  held  Hi  Mesopotamia. 
Here  the  river  flows  almost  west  to 
east  In  one  of  its  innumerable  bends. 
The  position,  with  a  front  of  four 
miles  and  a  half,  lay  across  It  at  right 
angles  to  the  river. 

"One  third  of  the  position  was  held 
by  one  divlslqn  of  Turks,  extended  on 
the  right  (south)  bank  from  desert  to 
river.  Another  third  on  the  north 
bank  (left)  extended  from  the  river  to 
a  small  horseshoe-shaped  marsh.  This 
was  the  central  position.  The  remain- 
ing one-third  extended  north  of  a  line 
from  the  horseshoe  marsh  across  to 
the  edge  of  a  much  larger  marsh  north 
of  It. 

"The  whole  plan  was  a  Oalllpoll  with 
trenches  7  or  10  feet  deep  and  loop- 
holed.  Rabbit  warren  trenches,  under- 
ground wells,  water  storage  rooms  and 
ammunition  rooms  were  .  provided. 
Dummy  guna  had  been  nxed  to  attract 
our  fire  and  deceive  our  aeroplanes. 
Besides  the  wire  entanglements  there 
were  deep  pits  with  pointed  stakes  in 
front   of   the   position. 

"Ttie  gun  emplacements  were  regular 
caves,  with  screens  of  bushes '  planted 
to  deceive  our  aviators.  In  short,  it 
was  a  position  which  could  only  have 
been  carried  by  frontal  assault  at  the 
expense  of  an  immense  number  of 
casualties. 

.  "All  day  on  ths  21th  we  were  en- 
gaged disembarking.  At  sunset  our 
regiment  waa  sent  forward  a  mile  and 
a  half  and  we  dug  ouraelves  into  an 
advanced  position  near  the  left  bank 
within  «.0«0  yards  Of  the  Turks.  \t 
11:50  a  night  attack  was  made  on  us, 
but  It  was  only  half-hearted.  It  waa 
very  serious  work  wandering  about 
without  a  light  wondering  if  one  would 
fail  in  with  enemies  or  find  one's  men. 
I  found  a  man  lying  In  a  small  ditch, 
his  right  shin  having  been  injured  by 
B  bullet. 

"On  September  ;?  we  advanced  •  to 
within  4,B00  yarda  of  the  Turks,  forced 
them  out  of  their  advanced  positions, 
and  dug  ourselves  In  for  the  night.  We 
had  been  under  very  heavy  shrapnel 
fire  all  day,  but  there  were  only  two 
casualties.  The  Turkish  guns,  served 
by  120  German  gunners,  were  Krupp 
15-pound  qulck-flrers. 

"The  real  battle  took  place  on  .Sep- 
tember 3S.  Our  plan  waa  rather  a 
clever  one.  The  18th  brigade  (includ- 
ing ourselves),  were  to  advance  very 
slowly  sll  day  and  make  a  holding  at- 
tack on  the  central  one-third  of  the 
enemy's  position,  drawing  the  Turkish 
fire  as  much  as  possible,  whilst  or.r 
heavy  land  guns  and  nsval  4-7s  ham- 
mered their  whole  front. 

"Meanwhile  the  main  body  of  our 
force  waa  to  do  a  flank  march  <on  the 
night  of  September  2i>l8).  and  attack 
and  carry  at  dawn  the  northern  tleft 
flank)  une-tnird  of  the  Turkish  posi- 
tion, come  Into  the  river  behind  the 
Turks,  surround  them,  snd  sttack  the 
central  third  from  liehlnd.  Thus  we 
hoped  to  eatch  and  scupper  the  whole 
torce  and  cat  their  line  of  retreat. 

"To  some  extent  thia  pro\-«d  saocess- 
ful.  The  ISth  brigade  moved  forward 
at  dawn.  We  eame  under  ftre  at  S  a.m. 
and  remained  under  (Ire  till  11  p^m. 
Creeping  slowly  forward,  we  arrived 
within  450  yards  of  their  barbed  wire 
by  t  p.m..  snd  tlien  dug  onraetrav  la 
for    tbe   alght   of   Septenabsr   tt-t*. 

"Our  main  body  carrtad  tbe  aorthem 
pealtlea  aa  scheduled  at  t  a.sa..  taking 
seven  guns  snd  l.tM  ftrlseners.  Then 
Ihsy  advanced  tswarda  tlie  Turks.  As 
they     did     so,      bawevsv,     tbe     Tarka

evacuated  their  right  flank  south  of  the 
river,  brought  a  whole  division  across 
stream  in  an  effort  to  recapture  their 
left  Hank.  'This  counter-attach  was 
beaten  o«.  Bu't'  fighting  went  on  till 
sunset  at  <  p.m.,  and  our  main  body 
did  not  actually  get  as  far  as  the 
river. 

"In  the  roeantfm«,  one  briisade,  450 
yarda  in  front  of  the  Turks,  was  wait- 
ing for  them  to  be  attacked  in  tho 
rear.  From  6  p.m.  till  S:30  p.m.  there 
was  a  furious  battle  raging  every- 
where. Over  us  passed  a  conslant 
stream  of  sliell<  'buraling  700  or  SCO 
yards  behind  us  In  the  desert.  The 
night  scene  was  truly  gorgeous — a  riot 
of  flame  and   noise." 

"I  went  to  sleep,  df9ad  tired,  in  the 
middle  of  the  night.  At  5:tli  a.m.,  on 
September  29.  I  awoke  and  found  the 
countryside  bathed  in  the  sunshine, 
birds  singing,  and  not  even  a  rifle  go- 
ing ofT.  The  Turks  lost  at  ISs-Sln  their 
second  last  Un»  yt  defence  covering 
Bagdad,  II  «tHUk  /4^)#.  prisoners  and 
tbeir  strongest  position  In  Mesopo- 
tamia. Their  casualties  are  put  at 
3,000. 

"We  are  now  following  up  a  de- 
feated though  not  a  routed  force.  But 
if  you  imagine  one  man  following  an- 
other both  up  to  their  necks  In  marxh, 
you  will  get  a  good  Idea  of  the  posi- 
tion."

BlowingUp  of  Belgian  Muni- 
tions Factory  Near  Havre 
Killed  110  People— Wide- 
spread Destruction  Caused. 


HAVRE,  Dec  13.— The  appalling  ef- 
fects of  Saturday's  explosion  In  the 
Belgian  munitions  factory  here  are  mure 
clearly  shown  as  the  Investigation  of 
the  disaster  proceeds.  All  the  sheds 
of  the  plant  which  covered  130,000 
aquare  feet  of  ground,  a-ere  complete- 
ly destroyed.  The  spot  where  the  first 
explosion  occurred  Is  marked  by  a  chasm 
ISO  feet  deep  . 

Towns  snd  villages  within  a  radius 
of  fifty  miles  of  Havre,  were  shaken 
by  the  exploalon.  and  those  In  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  sustained  serious  dam- 
ages. 

At  Harfleur  every  houae  was  Injured, 
and  the  church  Is  In  a  state  of  col- 
lapse. At  Bolbec  all  windows  in  the 
spinning  mills  were  broken,  and  con- 
siderable damage  also  was  done  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Seffie  at  Honfleur.  St. 
Sauveur  and   BeusevlUe. 

PARIS,  Dec.  13. — One  hundred  and 
ten  persons  are  reported  to  have  been 
killed  in  yesterday's  explosion  In  the 
Belgian  munitions  factory  at  Havre, 
Bays  a  dispatch  from  that  city  to  The 
Temps    todsy. 

"H'he  cause  of  the  explosion  has  not 
been    determined,"    aaya    the    newspaper. 

"The  investigation  has  developeil  that 
on«  af  the  buildings  contained  boaas  of 
smmunttion  which  came  from  the  irmt- 
ed  States  some  lime  ago.  It  waa  die- 
covered  that  In  one  of  these  lioxes  was 
an  apparatus  designed  to  cause  destruc- 
tion. The  Iwx  of  explosives  was  ren- 
dered harmless  and  the  labors tory  exam- 
ination which  followed  disclaaed  later- 
estlBg  facts. 

"It  Is  also  yelBted  out  that  a  Oerman 
prtse«i*rs'  <>amp  U  located  not  far  from 
the  factories  ami  that  nine  months  atro 
yesterday  tbe  l>eM«narala  OH  Company  s 
nisni.  slso  near  the  prisoners*  ramp, 
was  burned." 


LONDON,  Dec  13.— After  an  explun- 
atlon  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Kx- 
checiucr,  Mr.  Reginald  McKcnnu,  uud  u 
short  debute,  the  House  of  Commons 
paifued  thia  evening  the  second  reading 
of  tlie  bill  empowering  the  Qovernmeat 
to  mobilize  American  an^  Paaadian  se- 
curliltia  by  pxirahastng  orTiy  BoPfttWli*^ 
theib.  to  bo  used  jtrlmarlly  as  collateral 
tor  loans,  or,  in  case  of  necessity,  to  be 
Kold  to  meet  Great '  Britain's  liabilities 
In  the  United  States. 

The  scheme  is  entirely  a  voluntary 
cne,  and  the  Chancellor  made  it  clcur 
thut  the  GJjvcrnmeut  had  no  intention 
of  swamping  the  American  market  with 
becurltle!^,  which  would  be  unfair  to 
holders  here,  as  thoy  were  to  bo  paid 
tor  ut  thu  market  price. 

-Mr.  McKenna  explained  that  the  usual 
trade  balance  in  faVor  of  Great  Britain 
had  been  exhausted  by  the  huge  de- 
mands made  upon  America  for  goods 
for  Kngland  and  her  Allies,  and  the 
amounts  paid  in  interest  on  foreign  se- 
curities held  here,  or  earned  by  Brit- 
ish shipping,  were  not  sufficient  to  set 
this  right.  Consequently,  in  order  to 
meet  liabilities  In  the  United  Statos 
they  were  obliged  to  go  outside  the  or- 
dinary courne  of  trade  and  had  to  bor- 
row or  sell  securities.  He  estimated 
that  the  securities  held  here  were  val- 
ued anywhere  from  £300,000,000  to  £800,- 
000,000  (Vl.IiOO.OOO.eoO  to  |4,000.000,- 
000),  and  expressed  the  hope  thst  tins 
would  be  sufficient  to  meet  our  lia- 
bilities und  to  maintain  exchnnge  in  the 
United  States  for  the  period  of  the  aar. 

The  bill  met  with  general  approval, 
although  David  Marshall  Maaon  doubt- 
ed whether  the  Uoveinment'ji  scheme 
would  affect  excljange,  wlillc  Frederick 
H.  Booth  hoped  the  Government  would 
assist  traders  who  had  to  meet  lia- 
bilities in  the  United  States  and  that 
these  transactions  a-lll  not  lead  to  New 
Vork  replacing  LM>ndon  as  the  financial 
centre   of   the    world.

ileplylng  tu  a  question  from  Sir 
George  Younger  as  to  whether  the  Gov- 
ernment intended  to  confine  itself  to 
borrowing  in  the  United  SUtes  upon 
the  securities  it  would  acquire,  Edwin 
S.  Montague,  the  financial  secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  speaking  for  Chancellor 
McKenna.  said  that  the  Government  cer 
tainly  did  not  propose  to  confine  itself 
to  either  trarrowlng  or  selling.  Regard 
must  be  had  to  the  position  of  affairs 
tn  America,  and  tba  Government  pro- 
posed to  do  in  every  case  what  seemed 
most  advantageous  for  the  object  in 
view. 

Asked  if  securities,  to  tbe  amount  of 
£100.000.000  were  offered  in  the  next 
lortnlght  would  the  Government  pur- 
chase them.  Chancellor  McKenna  said 
that  the  Government  would  be  prepared 
-to  do  so,  but  he  did  not  anticipate  any- 
thing of  the  kind. 

In  explaining  the  necessity  for  tb-^ 
provision  regarding  the  emergency  sales 
of  the  deposited  securities,  Mfr.  McKen- 
na said: 

"Unless  n  condition  of  tlwt  sort  ex- 
isted, the  Treasnry  might  find  itself 
In  a-  very  awkward  position.  Thd  se- 
curities might  be  used  by  Institutions 
here  as  collateral  for  borroalng  in  the 
United  8t«les.  hut  if  the  lender  knew 
tbat  tbe  borrower  coulii  not  rpaliae  on 
his  securities,  (he  borrower  might  find 
himself  In  great  difficulty  with  the 
lender.  It  is  really  essential  to  put  tbe 
two  parties  to  the  bargain  on  the  same 
tooting." 

After  emphaaUIng  tbe  voluntary  na- 
ture of  the  nrh'-mr.  Mr.  McKonns  said 
tbat  a  large  gathering  of  the  leading 
Institutions  directly  concerned  had  un- 
hesitatingly approved  tba  proposal,  ap- 
parently making  its  sorress  certain.

ENEMY  SUFFERS 

HEAVY  LOSSES 


Reinforcements  Are  Sent  Has- 
tily From  the  Persian  Gulf 
for  Expedition — Fight  With 
Arabs  on  Sinai  Peninsula, 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  Dec  13.— Baron 
George  Wllhclm  von  Brincken,  an  at- 
tache of  the  German  consulate  here, 
C.  C.  Crowley,  a  detective  employed  by 
tlie  consulate,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  W. 
Cornell,  a  secret  agent  In  Crowley's  em- 
ploy, were  indicted  late  today  by  the 
U.   S.  grand  Jury  on   two  counts  each. 

The  first  count  charges  conspiracy  to 
Interfere  with  and  destroy  commerce 
between  the  several  states  of  tlie  Union 
and  foreign  countries.  The  second  al- 
leges use  of  the  mails  to  Incite  to  arson, 
assassination  and  murder.  Ball  was 
fixed  at  $6,000  for  each  count  In  the 
three  indictments.  Counsel  for  the  do- 
Xaadants,  all  of  whom  had  been  arrested 
previously,  promised  their  appearance 
tomorrow. 

Baron  von  Brlnoken  and  Crowley 
were  previously  charged  in ,  the  com- 
missioner's warrants  with  the  first 
count,  and  have  been  at  liberty  on  tlO,- 
000  ball,  while  Mrs.  Cornell,  arrested  as 
a  detained  witness,  gave  fl.OOO   balL 

The  overt  acts  set  out  in  the  indict- 
ments purporting  to  substantiate  the 
charges  againat  the  indicted  persons 
were  not  made  known  tonight,  but  It 
was  said  that  the  Government  is  in 
possession  of  all  the  necessary  docu- 
mentary evidence  to  support  thect>arges. 

It  was  charged  at  the  time  of  Crow- 
ley's arrest,  on  November  26,  that  he 
was  a  directing  sgent  In  German  plots 
tc  destroy  by  fire  and  dynamite  ships 
bearing  munitions  to  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Ituasla.  An  explosion  of  a 
barge  of  dynamite  in  Seattle  last  May 
wtts  charged  to  him  by  Oovemment 
agents.  When  von  Brincken  was  ar- 
rested, on  December  4,  on  a  charge  of 
conspiring  to  Interfere  with  and  destroy 
commerce,  Crowley  was  re-arrested  on 
a  similar  charge.  United  SUtes  Dis- 
trict Attorney  John  W.  Preston  said  at 
the  time  that  Crowley  snd  von  Brincken 
had  co-operated.  The  Oovemment 
cbarged  that  Crowley's  operations  ex- 
tended throughotit  tbe  United  States 
l.<duis  J.  Smith,  who  waa  brought  here 
from  Detroit,  was  said  to  have  been  im- 
plicated with  Cowley  before  the  grand 
Jury.

Under 
Secretary  for  Foreign  AA'airs,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  said  tonight  that 
It  was  considered  by  tho  Foreign  Of- 
nce  when  the  change  was  initiated  that 
while  once  it  laid  down  unde'r  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Defence  of  the  Itealm 
Act  broad  rules  as  to  what  ought  or 
ought  not  to  be  done  in  the  public  In- 
terests, it  wsfi  better  that  those  who 
were  skilled  in  the  presentation  of  ths 
news  to  the  country  should  l>e  left  free 
to  carry  out  those  rules  for  themselves. 

'I'his  proceeding,  Lord  Robert  Cecil  ex- 
plained^ had  nothing  to  do  with  what 
the  naval  and  military  authorities  might 
think  necessary. 

There  was  no  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  to  trap  or  to  vent 
their  indignation  against  any  particular 
paper  by  criminal  proceedings,  the  Under 
Secretary  said,  and  lie  declared,  that  if 
the  Foretga  Office  could  give  assistance 
to  the  press  as  to  the  dangers  to  be 
guarded  against  they  would  be  glad 
to  render  it.  He  recognised  the  dtfllcul- 
ty,  he  said,  of  distinguishing  between 
military  matters  and  foreign  news,  but 
thought  that  there  ought  to  be  no  prac- 
tical difficulty  because  all  doubtful  mat- 
ters could  be  submitted  to  the  censors 
as  heretofore. 

The  Foreign  Office  statement  said: 

"Sir  ICdsard  Grey  has  arranged  that 
from  December  2v,  lOl.'*,  censorship  by 
the  press  bureau  on  Uehnlf  of  the  For- 
eign Office  shall  he  suspended.  This 
will  not  mean  u  change  in  the  provisions 
of  the  Defence  of  the  llfslm  Acts  or 
Of  regulations  made  thereunder.  They 
will  be  binding  as  heretofore,  but  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  they  are 
complied  with  ns  regards  the  publica- 
tion of  any  newspaper  or  by  any  news 
agency  of  matter  relating  to  foreign 
afi'nirs  a'ill  rest  upon  the  directors  of 
that  paper  or  news  agency. 

"As  regards  matter  telegraphed 
abroad  from  this  country,  the  respon- 
sibility will  rest  with  the  senders  of 
telegrams. 

"Nothing  in  this  announcement  affects 
the  exi8tl,ng  arrangements  for  the  cen- 
sorship of  naval  or  military  matters  ^o 
which  nholly  difl'erent  considerations 
apply,  nor  the  censorship  of  otber  mat- 
ters, save  so  far  as  they  relate  to  for- 
eign affairs. "

PKTROGRAD,  Dec  13— Russian  ar* 
tlllery  destroyed  a  Zeppelin  airship  oa 
the  night  of  l>ec.  C,  according  to  detaila 
which  hiive  just  arrived  here,  near  tba 
station  of  Kalkun  on  the  Llbau-Romin 
Rallwsy. 

The  dirigible  made  its  appearanca 
from  the  direction  of  .Novoe  Aloxan- 
drovsk.  passing  over  tho  Russian  imibI- 
tions  going  towards  Dvlusk.  It  was  lo- 
cated by  a  powerful  searchlight  and 
Rinisian  artillery  opened  fire  on  it.  The 
Zeppelin  then  ruse  lo  a  higher  altltudo 
and  t>ecume  loat  in  the  clouds. 

Presently  the  airship  re-sppeared 
over  Kalkun.  Its  motors  hsd  beau 
stopped,  which  is  usually  the  Indication 
that  bombs  are  about  to  be  dropped. 
About  that  time  the  machine  waa  di- 
rectly over  the  railway  aUtlon,  and  the 
artillery  began  shelling  It  One  of  th« 
shells  made  a  hit  and  the  aircraft  be- 
came  enveloped  In  flamea.  Under  the 
glare  of  the  aearchilght,  watchers  saw 
It  disappear  In  a  cloud  of  amoke  an<l 
heard  a  loud  explosion.  What  was  left 
of  the  machine  fell  Inside  the  Russian 
lines.  The  charred  remains  of  the  Ger- 
man crew  were  aztricatad  from  the  dt- 
bris  and  burled.  A  cross  was  erected 
over  their  grave,  with  this  Inscription: 
"Honor  to  the  brave,  though  they  were 
our  enemies."

PETROGRAD.  Dec.  13.— Two  Turklah 
gunboat.«i  are  declared  to  have  been 
destroyed  near  the  Island  of  Kefken, 
In  the  Black  Sea.  about  sixty  miles 
east  of  the  entrance  to  the  Bosphorus, 
by  three  Russian  torpedo  boats  under 
tile  command  of  Capt.  Count  Troubet- 
akol. 

The  torpedo  boats  were  watching  the 
coal  shipping  region  along  the  Turkish 
coast  when  they  sighted  two  Turkish 
gunboats  of  tiie  Boruk  Rela  and  Mala- 
tia  type,  which  are  respectively  of  B02 
and  210  tons  displacemenL  The  Rus- 
sians failed  in  attempts  to  cut  off  the 
gunboats  at  sea,  and  they  gained  the 
shelter  of  the  island  and  opened  Are 
upon    the   torpedo   boats,    which    replied. 

After  a  battle  of  an  hour  the  gun- 
boats were  disabled  and  also  had  been 
set  on  nre  by  Russian  shells.  An  ex- 
l^losion  on  board  the  ship  of  the  Mala- 
tia  type  led  to  the  belief  that  she 
carried  mines.  The  other  gunboat  low- 
ered her  flag  before  the  ♦^nd  of  the 
battle.  A  Turkish  submarine  arrived 
off  the  itfland  during  the  fighting,  but 
was  put  to  flight  by  the  Russian  Hre. 
The  UussianH  suffered  no  damage  In 
the  battle,  and  proceeded  to  the  es- 
tuary of  the  Sakarina  River,  a  short 
distance  eastward,  where  they  sank  a 
coal-laden  Turkish  ship. 


ROME.  l)ec.  13.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  issued  today: 

"On  the  Isonzo  front  and  in  Carso 
the  enemy  yesterday  displayed  great 
ai-tivity    with    his    artillery.  Toward 

nightfall  his  Infantry  delivered  attacks 
In  the  direction  of  Oslavla  and  Seir,.  but 
they  were  repulsed  with  heavy  loss.

Attacks  by  enemy  Infantry  northeast  of 
Oslavla   were    repulsed. 

"In  Gludlcaria  the  enemy  Infantry  Is 
approaching  our  positions.

"In  northeast  Montenegro,  at  Korltzo, 
we  made  800  prisoners.  Our  airmen 
have  Buccessfully  dropped  bombs  on  the 
enemy's  camp  at   Beranl."

— WASUINUTON,  Dec.  IS.— Tlie  main 
part  of  the  U.  S.  note  to  Austria  on 
the  sinking  of  the   Ancona   follows: 

"The  Oovernment  of  the  United 
Htatos  consldera  that  the  commander 
violated  the  principles  of  international 
law  and  of  humanity  by  shelling  and 
torpedoing  the  Ancona  before  the  per- 
sons on  board  had  been  put  in  a  place 
of  safety  or  even  given  aufUcleut  time 
to  leave  the  vessel.  The  coniiuct  of  the 
commander  can  only  be  characterized 
as  wanton  slaughter  of  defenceless  non- 
combatants  since,  at  the  time  when  the 
vessel  was  shelled  and  torpedoed,  she 
was  not.  it  appears,  resisting  or  at- 
tempting to  escape;  and  no  other  rea- 
son Is  sufficient  to  excuse  an  attack, 
not  even   the   possibility   of  rescue. 

"The  Government  of  the  United 
States  is  forced,  therefore,  to  conclude 
either  that  the  commander  of  the  sub- 
marine acted  In  violation  of  his  in- 
structions or  that  the  Imperial  and 
Koyal  Oovernment  failed  to  issue  in- 
atructlons  to  commanders  of  its  sub- 
marines in  accordance  with  the  law  of 
nations  and  the  principles  of  humanity. 
The  Oovernment  of  the  United  States 
ts  unwilling  to  believe  the  latter  alter- 
native and  to  credit  the  Austro-Hun- 
garian  Government  with  intention  to 
permit  Its  submarines  to  destroy  the 
lives  of  helpless  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren. It  prefers  to  believe  that  the 
commander  of  the  submarine  acted 
without  authority  and  contrary  to  the 
general  or  special  instructions  which 
he  had  reoelvefl. 

"As  the  good  relations  of  the  two 
countries  must  rest  upon  a  common 
regard  for  law  and  humanity,  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  cannot 
be  expected  to  do  otherwise  than  to 
demand  tbat  the  Imperial  and  Royal 
Oovernment  denounce  the  sinking  of 
the  Ancona  as  an  illegal  and  indefen- 
sible act;  that  the  officer  who  per- 
petrated tho  deed  be  punished;  and  tbat 
reparation  be  made  for  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States  who  were  killed  or 
Injured  by  the  attack  on  the  veasel. 

"The  Government  of  the  United 
States  expects  that  the  Austro-Hun- 
gnrlan  Oovernment,  appreciating  the 
gravity  of  the  case,  will  accede  to  its 
demands  promptly;  and  it  rests  this 
expectation  on  the  belief  that  the  Aus- 
tro-Hungarlan  Oovernment  will  not 
sanction  or  defend  an  act  which  Is  con- 
demned by  the  world  as  inhuman  and 
barbarous,  which  is  abhorrent  to  all 
clvlMxed  nations,  and  which  has 
cnusRd  the  death  of  innocent  American 
citizens."

A  number  of  oiticens  have  presented 
themselves  at  the  dockyard  for  enlist- 
ment In  the  new  unit,  and  have  been 
enrolled.  It  Is  hoped  that  within  the 
next  week  or  two  that  sufficient  men 
will  come  forward  to  permit  a  start  be- 
ing made  as  soon  as  possible  with  the 
Instruction  classes.  Commander  J.  T. 
Shenton,  K.N.,  In  command  of  number 
1  and  2  companies  of  the  U.  X.  C.  V.  R., 
Pacific  Division,  has  been  instructed  to 
recruit  a  third  company  of  Naval  Vol- 
unteers up  to  full  atrength  with  a  view 
to  tralnmg  men  for  home  service. 
Xoaw  Sonrloo  Halt 
It-  is  clearly  pointed'  out  by  Com- 
mander Sbeuton  that  the  men  enlisting 
for  the  new  naval  unit  are  not  required 
for  active  service.  They  will  be  trained 
In  all  tho  branches  of  the  naval  eer- 
vlce  so  that  if  necessary  they  can  be 
called  out  for  home  guard  duties. 

Under  the  supervision  of  expert  naval 
Instructors  tbe  men  enlisting  in  the  No. 
3  company,  R.  N.  C.  V.  R.,  will  be  re- 
quired to  drill  one  or  two  nights  a  week 
at  tbe  naval  dockyard.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  existing  naval  companies,  the  new 
unit  will  be  recruited  up  to  a  strength 
of  110  meiy 

Only  men  of  43  years  of  age  and  above 
are  eligible  for  service  witli  the  new 
unit,  as  It  is  not  desired  that  recruiting 
for  active  service  with  the  naval  forces 
be  Interfered  with  aa  far  as  the  forma- 
tion of  the  nen-  company  Is  concerned. 
.  Full  particulars  regarding  enlistment 
in  the  new  naval  company  can  bo  ob- 
tained upon  application  being  made  at 
the  Ksquimalt  dockyard.

esting way  the  changes  In  financial 
conditions  In  London  and  New  York  as 
affecting  the  bank's  reserves  in  these 
places  and  Canada's  financial  require- 
ments. His  precUction  of  a  year  ago 
that  the  United  8tatcs  would  provide 
Canada  with  funds  under  the  altered 
conditions  has  been  amply  borne  out 
hy  what  has  occurred  since.

llsh  what  they  wish,  but  will  be  liable 
to  punishment  if  they  Infringe  upon  the 
law  passed  tt»  prevent  tho  publication 
of  matters  calculated  to  give  aid  or 
comfort  to  the  enemy.  We  are  not  ad- 
vised If  the  rule  is  to  be  relaxed  in 
Canada. 

ISvery  Candid  observer  must  admit 
that  the  strict  application  of  censor- 
Hhlp  to  war  news  has  been  a  failure.  It 
has  produced  quite  the  opposite  effect 
to  what  wan  intended.  The  original 
Idoa  seems  to  have  been  to  prevent 
news  from  being  sent  out  as  to  the 
moveinentH  of  ships  and  troops.  This 
was  right.  It  certainly  was  not.  and  Is 
not  now  desirable  that  the  enemy  shall 
be  kept  advised  as  to  such  matters.  But 
the  censors  are  not  content  with  this. 
They  carried  the  matter  to  an  absurd 
extreme.  They  would  not  permit  the 
name  of  a  soldier  who  did  a  valiant 
deed  to  appear  In  the  account  of  It.  and 
such  censored  news  items  as  tho  fol- 
lowing   were   common    in      the      Britinn 

pres.K:   "Pte.  .  of  the  Regiment, 

heroically  rescued  Lieut.  — —  at  ;'" 

The  censer  had  carefully  struck  out  all 
names.  We  did  not  have  anything  quite 
BO  absurd  as  that  in  Canada. 

The  relaxation  of  the  rulea  will  have 
an  excellent  effect,  but  It  will  Impose 
upon  newspapers  a  now  responnlbllity. 
It  will  become  their  duty  moro  than 
ever  before  to  exercise  special  care  to 
BIO  that  nothing  appears  in  their  col- 
umns that  ought  not  to  be  there.  Tho 
new  policy  will  not  apply  to  military 
or  naval  censorship;  that  Is.  the  au- 
thorities In  those  aervloes  will  main- 
tain the  right  to  prevent  the  dissemin- 
ation of  such  information  as  may  in 
their  opinion  be  likely  to  be  of  disad- 
vantage to  ourselves  or  our  Allien,  or 
of  benefit  to  the  enemy,  it  is  ntiso- 
lutely  essential  that  the  |)owcr  to  con- 
trol publication  of  matters  of  that  kind 
must  rest  somewhere. 


Another   matter     in    thla     connection 
calls   for  immediate   action   by   someone 
in  authority.     There  are  now     In     Vic- 
toria   a    number     of    returned      soldiers 
who    are    entitled    to    certain    payments, 
pending    the    decision      of    the      Pension 
Beard  in  regard   to   their  claims,     in  a 
very    few    cases,    these    men    have    been 
paid    what    they   are   entitled    to,    but    in 
the  majority  of  instances  they  have  re- 
ceived nothing,  and  are,  ^erefore,   in  a 
rosition    in    which    no    man      who      has 
served   his  country  In   the  field  and   be- 
come  wholly  or  in  part  dlsableil,  ought 
to  be.     We  find  it  impossible  to  imagine 
any   just    reason    why    such    a   condition 
of   things   should    exist.      The   provlslou 
made    by    the    Government    Is    ^enerou<i 
enough.     At  least,  this  Is  what  the  men 
say,  but  a  provision  that  does  not  pro- 
vide is  of  very  little  use.     The  only  ex- 
planation  we  can   think  of  is  the   help- 
lessness of  officialdom.     On  thla  point, 
we  have  to  say   that     if  the     officials, 
who   have    the    matter   of   returned    sol- 
diers   in    hand,    cannot    get    their    work 
tlone   In   office   hours,    they   might    work 
overtime  without  hurting  themselves  or 
Imperilling   the   sanctity   of   the   Britlbh 
Constitution.     A   Toronto  contemporary, 
and  It  was  not  a  Liberal  contemporary, 
either,   said  about   two   weeks  ajio,   that 
things    at    Quebec    were    being    managed 
about   as   badly   as    they   could   be.      We 
do   not   know    how     this    is.      Wc      only 
know        that     profound     di8Ha[l.jractlon 
exists   among    returned    soldier"}    in    this 
city,    who    are    not    in    the    couvalcscejil 
hospital. 

Something  must  be  done.  We  have 
been  asked  If  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment cannot  do  .something  so  that  the 
men  who  are  entitled  to  pay  from  the 
Dominion  can  have  it  advanced  to  thorn, 
but  we  do  not  feel  like  conniderlny  8uch 
a  suggestion.  It  Is  up  to  the  Dominion 
Government  to  attend  to  the  casi-,  and 
the  Government  ban  done  what  in  neccH- 
sary.  But  between  the  Treasury, 
where  the  money  la,  and  the  pockets  of 
the  men,  where  the  money  oucht  to  bi-, 
there  is  such  a  tangle  of  red  tape  that 
no  thoroughfare  1h  open.  This  most 
certainly  ought  not  to  ^h\  It  l:i  an  In- 
JUMtlce  to  the  men  who  have  served, 
and  It  Is  an  obstacle  to  recruiting. 


A  distinguished  American  speaker 
tellslCanadian.s  that  we  need  not  fear 
that  Germany  will  he  allowed  to  take 
Canada.  Just  at  present  signs  of  any 
fear  on  that  score  are  not  particularly 
apparent  on  the  horiion.  But  with  Ger- 
many's fleet  on  the  high  seas  what 
could  our  neighbors  do  to  prevent  the 
Kaiser  .froms  working  his  own  sweet 
will  anywhere  between  Quebec  and  Xew 
Orleans?  Today  Canada  Is  better  able 
to  defend  herself  than  the  United' 
States  Is  to  defend  her. 


The  Women's  Forum  of  Vancouver  is 
about  to  urge  upon  the  City  Council  of 
that  city  the  passage  of  a  by-law  re- 
<4ulring  Jitney  drivers  to  carry  lights 
Inside  their  cars.  The  reason  given  is 
that  in  the  Winter  season  the  cars  are 
closed,  and  an  Intending  passenger  has 
no  means  of  ascertaining  who  may  be 
already  in  the  car  or  be  able  to  see 
what  may  be  transpiring  there  on  the 
Journey.  A  provision  of  this  kind 
would  he  a.s  much  In  the  Interests  of 
the  Jitney  drivers  as  of  the  public.  A 
Jitney  car  Is  the  only  vehicle  in  which 
a  passenger  is  expected  to  ride  without 
being  able  to  see  who  ills  fellow  pas- 
sengers  may   be.

A     few     years 
later  he  turned  hl.s  attention  to  politics 
M.   81<ouloudls  is  a   man  of  wide  knowl- 
edge with  a  manner  which  wins  him  the 
regard    of    his    associates.       He    speaks 
several    languages    with    facility,    parti- 
culurlj'    French.    While    In    Constantino- 
ple, he  paid  special  attention  to  the  af- 
fairs   of   What    Is    known    among   Greeks 
as   I  he   "Xatlon,"    that    is.    the   Greeks    In 
Turkey.

'Each  non-commissioned  officer 
has  his  own  system  of  instruction,  in 
many  caaes  not  at  ah  along  the  lines 
which  the  battalion  offIcer.s  wish  to 
have   carried    out.' 

"Col.  Warden  stated  that  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  of  his  .•>eniur  offi- 
cers he  had  practically  completed  the 
organisation  of  his  staff.

CHMABLE  HOIS

Interprovincial  Conference  to 
Decide  on  Needs  of  West 
Will  Be  Held  Here,  Open- 
ing Today. 


This  morning  at  the  executKc  cham- 
bers at  the  rarlianient  Buildings  there 
will  be  held  the  first  session  of  the  in- 
ter-Provincial conference  for  Western 
Canada  on  the  matter  'of  Joint  action 
for  the  maintenance  of  charitable  in- 
stUutlons, — tho     doclsion — to    hold    tha 


meeting  here  being  reached  at  the  con- 
vention held  at  Winnipeg  In  the  latter 
part  of  November. 

Hon.  T.  H.  Johnson,  of  Winnipeg,  Min- 
ister of  Puldic  Works  for  Manitoba; 
Hon.  J.  Calder^  of  Reglna.  ^tlinlster  of 
I'Jducatioii  for  Saskatchewan,  and  Hon. 
U.  Boyle,  o^  ICdnionton.  Minister  of  Ed- 
ucation for  Alberta,  are  the  delegates 
from  the  three  Provinces  mentioned,  and 
they  are  due  to  reach  the  city  this  morn- 
ing,   via   Vancouver. 

Consideration  will  be  given  to  the 
question  of  the  joint  maintenance  at 
central  points  in  the  West  of  schools 
for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  tho  blind,  for 
the  training  of  boys,  for  feeble-minded 
children,  for  Imbeciles  and  for  women 
sulTering  from  nervous  diseases. 

Hon.  Dr.  M.  K.  Young,  Minister  of  ISd- 
ucation  for  this  Province,  was  yesterday 
in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Hon. 
Walter  Scott,  Premier  of  Saskatchewan. 
In  which  he  refers  to  the  valuable  ad- 
\  Ice  which  had  heen  given  him  by  Dr. 
Yiiung  when  they  discussed  some  of 
the  proWems  which  were  to  come  l>eforc 
the  inler-Provlnclal  conference  held  at 
Winnipeg. 

One  of  the  matters  which  Dr.  Young 
had  discussed  with  Mr.  Scott  wa.<i  that 
In  relation  to  text  books  in  tiie  schools, 
and  on  this  point,  th^  Premier  of  Sas- 
katchewan says:  "The  Winnipeg  con- 
ference agreed  unanimously  that  'the 
principal  of  uniformity  of  text-book 
contracts  be  approved  and  that  experts 
representing  the  education  departments 
be  instructed  to  put  the  principle  Into 
operation  as  far  as  possible;  that  an 
cITort  should,  be  made  through  joint  ac- 
tion by  the  departments  of  education 
to  have  purchased  and  authorised  a  num- 
ber of  text  books  that  will  meet  the 
needs  of  the  schools  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  those  now  In  use;  that  an 
effort  should  be  made  to  secure  greater 
uniformity  In  school  nomeclature, 
courses  of  study,  teachers'  courses,  cer- 
tincates  end   regulations  generally.'  " 


The  present  atatua  of  the  Johnson

fused to  sign  It  for  the  time  being,  tak- 
ing the  stand  that  In  riew  of  present 
nnanclal  conditions  and  the  lack  of  as- 
surance that  the  city  will  ba  in  a  posi- 
tion for  soma  time  to  dispose  of  its 
bonds  except  at  a  very  considerabla  dia- 
count,  the  company  does  not  feel  It  la 
wise  to  bind  itself  to  its  promised  outlay 
of  |$0.000,  as  it  does  not  desire  to  add 
such  an  amount  to  its  obligations  until 
conditions  improve.

The  response  to  the  recent  appeals 
made  by  the  Red  Cross  Society  on  be- 
half of  the  Superfluities  Sales,  which 
have  already  netted  that  organisation 
$2,000,  has  been  much  more  generous. 
Several  consignments  of  goods  of  con- 
siderable value  were  received  yesterday 
at  the  Belmont  House  rooms  and  It  Is 
anticipated  that  the  two  sales  which  are 
to  be  held  during  the  week  will  be  even 
more  8ucce«sful  than  previous  ones. 
The  reason  for  this  belief  is  that  only 
the  choicest  articles  will  be  offered  at 
the  auctions;  that  the  Christmas  sea- 
son in  rapidly  approaching  and  that 
there  Is  consequently  an  Increased  de- 
mand for  such  articles  as  would  make 
suitable  presents. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  support  that  has 
l>een  given  by  Victorians  in  donating 
superfluities  will  not  relax,  and  an 
urgent  appeal  for  more  contributions  is 
t<ing  made  by  the  committee  in  charge. 
It  Is  specially  requested  that  Intending 
donors  give  as  early  aa  possible  In 
order  to  provide  ample  time  for  their 
gifts  to  be  claasined  and  disposed  of  at 
sales  prior  to  Christmas  Day. 

A  sale  will  be  held  at  Belmont  Housa 
tomorrow  afternoon,  beginning  »t  2:S0 
o'clock  and  valuable  paintings,  furni- 
ture, ornaments  and  books  will  be  In- 
cluded among  the  offerings.  On  Friday 
there  will  be  k  apecial  sale,  beginning 
at  the  same  time  In  Belmont  House. 
This  win  be  essentially  a  sale  of 
articles  suitable  for  Christmas  presents 
and   should   attract   many  bidders. 


before  the  Council,  plan  A  calls  for  an 
outlay  of  $360,006;  Plan  B,  $364,000; 
Plan  C,  $377,000;  Plan  D,  |3«S,006.  The 
committee  favored  plan  D.  All  plana 
called  for  a  swing  structure  with  two 
clear  openings  of  110  feet  each.  A  bas- 
cule type  of  bridge  would  cost  from 
$10,000  to  $60,U0O  more.  The  cost  of 
the  approaches  (not  included  in  the 
above  estimates)  would  be  the  same  in 
the  case  of  any  of  the  plans,  vis.,  $50,- 
000.  The  bridge  would  be  a  clear  width 
of  seventy-eight  feet.  On  the  south  aide 
would  be  a  ten-foot  walk,  then  a  road- 
way of  forty-one  fftet  six  Inches  from 
to  curb,  then  the  railroad  trackaga,  and 
a  four-foot   walk  on  the  north  side. 

Towards  the  cost  of  the  bridge  the 
Uovcrnmcnt  and  railway  company  con- 
tribute $256,000,  leaving  $137,000  to  b« 
borne  by  the  city,  but,  in  addition,  the 
oily  pays  for  the  approaches,  tSO.OOO. 
and  for  expropriation  costs  for  land 
taken  at  the  eastern  approach,  the 
owners  of  which  have  consented  to  sell 
for  $330,000,  or  at  a  rale  for  slightly 
over  200  feet  frontage  on  the  water, 
of  a  little  over  $1,000  per  foot,  ah  ex- 
ceptionally favorable  price  for  water- 
frontage  at  that  point.  The  total  cost 
to  the  city  would,  therefore,  amount  to 
aboiu  $117,000. 

Tax    of   SIM    r«r    Aero 

The  arrangement  with  the  railway 
company  provides  for  the  company  pay- 
ing an  annual  tax  of  $130  per  anc  for 
lis  iani^  on  the  old  reserve  for  ten 
years,  but  no  local  improvement  tax  on 
th'j  roadway,  which  the  company  will 
give  t-hrough  Its  property  on  Store 
Street,  to  permit  of  an  approach  from 
the  end  of  Cormorant  Street  to  the 
eastern  end  of  the  proposed  bridge.  The 
ccnipany  also  agreed  to  contribute  $2,000 
annually  for   bridge   maintenance. 

In  closing  his  report  Ai'derman  Okell 
complimented  the  council  on  the  unani- 
mous manner  in  which  the  negotiations 
were  carried  on  and  stated  that  it  wad 
no  fault  of  tlie  board  that  the  arrange- 
ments were  not  now  formally-  agreed  to 
by  all  parties.  There  are  approximau- 
ly  11!>  acres  of  land  on  the  reserve,  al- 
most In  the  heart  of  the  city,  which 
should  be  paying  Uxes,  but  taxation 
cmnot  be  levied  by  the  city  until  thd 
land  is  sold;  it  cannot  be  sold  until 
alienated  by  the  Government,  and  untit 
bridge  connection  Is  established,  its 
sale  would  be  practically  impossible. 

The  report  wes  tabled  for  a  week,  and 
at  the  next  week  of  the  council  •vlU  t>e 
discussed.  What  action  wi.i  be  taken 
ill  v'ew  of  the  attitude  of  tnj  railw.iy 
company  in  a  question,  it  Is  extren^ly 
doubtful  If  the  by-law  will  be  submitted 
at  the  forthcoming  civic  election,  and 
oven  If  jt  were,  and  the  ratepayers 
passed  It,  the  difficulty  of  dlspoeing  of 
the  bonds,  except  at  a  large  discount, 
would  still   have   to  be   faced.

A  BersaTad  Wife. 

The  heaviest  of  all  war  bundcn.s  ix 
that  which  the  Countess  of  Krne  Is 
compelled  to  bear.  The  fate  of  her 
husband,  who  went  to  the  war  its  Vis- 
count Crichtop.  is  tmknown.  He  has 
been  reported  a  prisoner  In  Germany, 
and  more  recently  his  death  has  been 
rumored.  Which,  Jt  either  of  the 
stories  is  true,  cannot  be  ascertained, 
and  both  his  wife  and  mother  are  suf- 
fering the  pain  of  suspeuHe. 

Since  her  husband  left  her  side  to 
fulfil  his  duty  as  an  officer  In  the 
army,  hLs  father  died,  and  Lady  Krne'a 
little  son  is  heir  of  one  of  the  oldest 
and   proudest   titles   In   Great   Britain. 

Both  by  birth  and  character  the 
Countess  Is  worthy  of  honor.  As  I^dy 
.Mary  Orosvenor,  the  elder  daughter  of 
(he  Duchess  of  West tri luster,  she  was 
known  as  a  very  beautiful  and  accom- 
plLshed  girl,  and  her  marriage  twelve 
years  ago  to  Viscount  Crlchton.  Ii<iuerry 
to  the  Prince  of  Wales.  now  King 
George,  was  a  great  event. 

The  young  couple  began  life  under 
the  happiest  auspices,  but  a  terrible 
cloud  felt  upon  them.  The  young  wife 
received  an  Injury  on  the  hunting  field 
which  almost  cost  her  life,  and  left  her 
an  invalid.  But  she,  too,  was  brave, 
and  her  courage  and  cheerfulness  help- 
ed her  back  to  health.  The  devotion 
of  her  husband,  and  the  love  of  her 
little  son  and  daughter,  were  her  con- 
stant   solace. 

In  the  grief  which  she  has  now  been 
called  upon  to  bear,  she  has  «ljeen  uus- 
talned  by  the  affection  of  her  only  sis- 
ter. Lady  Helen  Orosvenor,  as  well  as 
by  the  sympathy  of  her  husband's  rela- 
tives. 

The  story  of  the  Crlchton  family,  as 
told  In  the  Lady's  Pictorial.  Is  Interest- 
ing, Coming  over  with  the  Conqueror. 
Us  sons  were  among  the  soldiers  who. 
in  the  time  of  lOdward  I.,  'attempted 
the  conquest  of  Scotland.  Settling 
there,  many  of  them  attained  to  high 
and  honorable  positions,  and  married 
women  of  historic  families. 

Alexander  Crlchton  became  a  convert 
to  the  reformed  faith,  and  from  being 
an  influential  supporter  of  Cardinal 
Ucthune  became  one  of  his  stropgest 
opponents  "knd  a  defender  of  WIshart, 
the  reformer.  His  grapdsons  settled 
In  Ireland,  In  Fermanagh  County,  Ul- 
ster, and  fought  against  Jame.s  II.  At 
a  later  date  a  descendant  became  tho 
first    Baron   Erne. 

The^ family,  many  of  whom  have  been 
urfat  'soldiers,  crew  In  Importance,  and 
If  he  Id  still  living  the  present  holder 
of  the  title  is  the  fifth  earl.  He  en- 
tered the  war  as  Major  and  Brevet  Col- 
onel of  the  Horse  Guard,  and  Is  a  vet- 
eran of  the  flouth  African  War,  where 
he  won  the  D.  8.  O.  Lord  Crlchton  was 
«  great  favorite  with  thi  K^ng  and 
gueen,  who  stood  sponsorji  for  both  his 
ohildron.  He      has      three      younget 

iirothars.  all  of  whom  are  In  the  army, 
as  are  the  husbands  of  both  their  sis- 
ters. Their  mother  Is  a  sister  of  the 
I':arl  of  Knnlskilien.  and  Is  beloved  and 
admired  In  all  partji  of  the  Kingdom. 
but  especially  in  Ireland,  where  sho  ha» 
t>e«n  a  leader  In  all  plans  tor  tha  Im- 
provamont  of  conditions  among  tha 
People. 

In  thl«  crisis,  the  ladles  of  tho  Crieh. 
ton  family  ate  showing  themselvaa  a« 
are  thouasnda  of  othars  am'^g  the 
nobility,  traa  loaders  of  tha  womanhood 
of  the  nation. 

Among  many  ehangas  which  iho  war 
will  bring  about  may  bo  tha  passing  of 
hoap«UI   dtwtpiin*.     An   Amortcan    doc- 


latiT  bath-tubs,  given  a  hot  bath,  and 
then  they  are  given  a  complete,  new 
uniform  of  hospital  clothes. 

"Here  begins  what  you  might  call  the 
ethic*  of  hospltsl  treatment.  The  men 
areglven  a  hospital  suit  of  very  brll- 
lant  blue,  with  a  white  shirt  and  a  big 
flamli\g  red  neoktie,  so  that  they  may 
have  a  color  scheme  to  amuse  them 
when  they  wake  up.  Moreover,  the 
nurses  do  not  dress  merely  In  white, 
as  they  do  with  us.  They  all  have 
some  color  to  their  unlfroms.  The 
British  nurses  wear  a  gray  uniform 
trimmed  with  brieht  red.  The  Canad- 
ian nurses  wear  a  very  handsome  shade 
of  blue — I  am  not  up  on  colors,  but  It 
Is  very  pretty— with  brass  buttons, 
shoulder  straps  and  all.  Our  nurses 
wore  a  pleasing  variation  of  brown  ns 
the  chief  background  of  their  color 
.scheme,  and  the  H-rvard  nurses  wore 
dark   blue." 

Then  the  men  received  everything 
ihcy  wanted,  as  far  as  It  could  be  ob- 
tained. They  were  allowed  to  jismokc 
and  to  please  themselves  In  other  ways. 
To  their  contentment  and  interest  this 
physician  ascribes  their  rapid  recovery. 
He  ihinks  there  Is  much  room  for  re- 
form in  ordinary  hospital  treatment, 
■•nd  that  many  more  lives  would  be 
saved  If  more  pains  were  taken  to 
pleafe    patients. 


Vaa  of  tha  Tooth  Bmah. 

A  dental  surgeon  recently  published 
ail  article  in  a  Tittsbiirg  paper  asalnst 
the  use  of  the  toothbrush  as  a  means 
01  cleansing  the  teeth.  A  number  of 
other  dentists  are  writing  In  defence 
of  what  we  have  all  been  taught  to 
believe  tho  best  known  agent  for  the 
preservation  of  the  teeth.  In  The  Lit- 
erary Digest,  of  December  4,  the  opin- 
ions of  .several  authorities  on  the  sub- 
ject are  given.  .\11  go  to  show  that  the 
ut'ush  properly  used  helps  to  preserve 
the  teeth,  and  thai  to  discredit  It  Is 
likely  to  do  great  harm!  To  quote  ii 
lew  of  these  opinions  from  an  article 
which  appaars  In  'Jhe  Literary  Digest 
may  be  helpful.  The  u.xe  of  the  lore- 
tlngcr  to  massage  the  gums  and  of  silk 
floss  to  remove  the  particles  from  l>c- 
tw..-en  the  teeth  was  the  substitute  re- 
commended by  the  writer,  who  advised 
the  disuse  of  the  toothbrush.  This  \» 
one  answer: 

"The  use  of  the  toothbrush,  either 
soft  or  medium,  lias  caused  very  little 
harm,  if  any,  either  to  the  teeth  or  tho 
gums,  whoa  used  to  brush  them  In- 
stead of  using  the  forefinger  to  ma«!- 
sage  them.  The  use  of  the  toothbrush 
has  done  more  for  the  preservation  of 
the  teeth  and  the  restoration  of  a 
healthy  condition  of  the  gums  than 
anything  else  that  has  come  to  our 
knowledge. 

"It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  fifty  per 
cent  of  tiie  cases  of  pyrrhea,  the  tooth- 
brush Is  very  seldom  used.  If  at  all. 
The  proper  use  of  the  brush  is  essen- 
tial to  the  care  of  the  teeth;  there  is 
no  substitute.  But  that  does  not  mean 
we  should  not  use  silk  floss,  for  silk 
floss  is  a  very  good  adjunct.  No  den- 
tist would  dispute  the  statement  that 
the  mouth  In  which  a  toothbrush  has 
been  used  is  more  clean  and  free  from 
decay  than  one  in  which  It  has  not 
been  used.  How  many  people  will  mas- 
sage the  gums,  use  silk  floss,  strips, 
etc.  The  toothl>rush  is  handler,  and 
can  be  made  as  clean  and  antiseptic  as 
the    forefinger." 

Another  authority  contends  that  when 
ant'lseptlc  toothpaste  Is  used,  and  any 
pains  taken  to  rinse  the  brush,  bacteria 
Is  not  likely  to  remain  concealed  among 
or  on  th*  brlstleal  He,  reminds  his 
readers  tliat  a  very  weak  solution  of 
lysol  has  killed  even  typhoid  bacteria. 
and  states  that  If  a  brush  were  dipped 
In  a  Ave  per  cent  solution  all  germs 
would  be  immediately  destroy^,  while 
If  Immersed  in  a  two  or  even  a  one  per 
cent  solution  for  a  little  time  any  brush 
Would  be  free  of  living  bacteria. 

"If  anything  more  sanitan-."  says 
this  writer,  "than  the  mo<1ern  tooth- 
brush can  be  devised  and  made  more 
adaptable,  not  alone  for  the  dentist's 
office  but  for  home  use.  let  us  give  the 
fellows  who  are  endeavoring  to  do  it  all 
the  help  we  can.  But  while  We  are 
waiting  for  them,  it  won't  .help  them 
or  ours<»lTes  to  throw  out  the  l»est  thing 
we  know  about  now." 

Another  writer  admits  that  disease 
germs  may  be  obtained  from  a  brush 
that  has  boen  carelessly  laid  aside,  but 
inalsts  tbat  tmder  any  clrpiimstanres 
mouth  Infection  Is  reduced  by  r»p««ied 
brushlngs.  while  If  antiseptic  dentrlfleas 
are  u«o4l  the  danger  of  Infection  Is 
traatly  reducod.  If  not  removed  alto- 
gather.  Particular  people  are  advisad 
to  dip  the  brush  in  an  aqueous  solatlon 
of  Iodine,  and  then  rinse  it.  But  this 
writer  aays  that  the  teoth  ahould  be 
bruahod  up  and  down  with  any  powdor 
tbat  la  not  too  gritty,  and  sara  that: 
"It  has  baen  found  that  flra  years  dallv 
polishing  of  natural  tooth  with  flnaly 
pulverlsad  pumice-stone  resulted  In  tior- 
fact,    lastroua.   dental   aurfaeaa.-* 


tor.    who    has    spent    some    months  In 

France,    has    coma    back    a    convert  to 

French    methods    of    the    treatment  of 
patients. 

He  tells  us  that  in  the  Frencli  war 
iiohe  men  goi  well  rapidly  because  they 
are  given  what  they  want,  and  he  be- 
lieves similar  treatment  should  be  ap- 
plied  in  all   liospltals  in   peace  times. 

"Wa  not  only  attempted  to  treat  the 
wounds  in  these  hospitals."  says  Dr. 
I'hompson,  "but  to  treat  the  men." 
Here  were  these  poor  devils  who  had 
been  in  the  trenches  for  months — wc 
had  many  of  fhem  who  had  been  at 
the  front  for  eleven  months — and  they 
came  to  us  tremendously  fatigued.  I 
have  seen  men  aleep  forty-eight  hours 
at  a  stretch.  You  can  operate  on'  them 
without  using  anaesthetics.  I  have 
seen  these  men  come  In  in  their  dirty 
mud-caked  uniforms.  The  uniform  is 
taken  off  and  burned;  that  is  the  end 
of  that.     The   men  are   put  into   porce-

Un  the  other  hand,  many  dentists 
believe  that  the  usual  method  is  the 
best.  Most  people  will  agree  that  too 
much  pains  cannot  be  taken  to  preserve 
th<>  natural  teeth.  Civilisation,  with  Its 
tine  floursi  and  Its  hurried  meals,  is  the 
great  enemy  of  the  teeth.  In  many 
places  the  deficiency  of  lime  in  the 
water  and  the  scarcity  o^  milk  for  the 
children  are  additional  causea  of  decay. 
That  cleanliness  of  the  mouth  helps 
vastly  to  preserve  the  teeth  Is  admitted 
by  nil.  The  use  of  the  brush,  or  other 
means  of  remoTing  food  from  the 
teeth  should  be  encouraged  In  every 
possible  way  by  mothers,  teachers, 
ntirses  and  all  who  have  the  care  of 
children.

Up  to  a  late  hour  last  night  the 
jailers  at  the  police  headquarters  were 
kept  busy  accepting  fines  for  those 
priHonorH  wlio  could  induce  friends  to 
come  to  their  assintance,  but  105 
of  the  prisoners  were  unable  to  iiecure 
their  freedom.  They  will  aerva  their 
terpi  at  the  Provincial  jail  and  the 
city  wUl  be  called  upon  to  pay  tha 
Provin<Mal  authorities  the  regular  fifty 
cants  par  head  per  day  for  the  month.

Having  been  given  up  for  lost  by  their 
relatives  and  frienrlH  in  Japan,  the  eight 
Japaiiene  Ilafiermen,  who  were  blown 
acroHS  the  Facltlc  to  the  Britl«h  Colum- 
bia coaat  during  the  early  part  of  the 
Hummer,  and  Bubse<uiently  sent  baelt  to 
their  homes  from  Victoria  by  the  O. 
a.  K.  liner  Canada  Maru.  came  In  for 
a  big  rccc-ptlon  upon  their  return  to 
Yokohama  aboard  ttio  delayed  Canada 
Maru,  according  to  word  brought  by  of- 
ficers of  the  company'H  liner  Hawaii 
Maru,  In  port  on  Sunday  from  the  Kar 
Kast.  ' 

Had  TarriUo  Bxparlenoe 

Accompanied  by  Mr.  Maklno,  a  dealer 
In  maritime  products,  of  Naikalmura, 
owner  of  the  flahing  veseel,  Captain 
KyoBuke  Shirai,  and  seven  Japanese 
f»alR>rs,  in  the  'sailing:  craft  Katauhira 
Maru.  were  llshlng  10  mllew  off  Shlmodii 
Harbor  on  June  !.■»  laet  when  a  dennc 
fog  suddenly  shut  down.  Aa  soon  as 
the  foB  dispersed  a  violent  gale  sprang 
up.  They  at  once  turned  the  ship  in 
the  direction  of  the  coast,  but  could 
make  but  little  proRresB.  The  gale  in- 
creased In  velocity  and  within  five 
hours  reached  its  rllinax.  Despite  every 
eftort  to  reach  the  coast  the  boat  be- 
came waterlogged.  The  rudder,  the 
main-mast  and  other  parts  of  the  ship 
were  destroyed.  The  bad  weather  con- 
tinued, and  in  a  helpless  condition  the 
boat  drifted  for  24  days  until  the  men 
were  carried  ashore  on  one  of  the  iso- 
lated islands  dotting  the  northern  Brit- 
ish  Columbia  coast. 

There  they  lived  under  conditions  that 
nobln.soe  Crusoe  wouldn't  have  envied. 
They  had  only  fresh  fish  and  edible  sea- 
weed to  eat  until  they  were  picked  up 
and  taken  to  Prince  llupert.  They  were 
brought  to  Victoria  and  taken  charge 
of  by  the  immigration  authorities,  and 
sent  back  to  Japan  by  the  Canada  Maru 
sailing  from  this  poft  on  October  18.

the  4tdcl(ada  ran  at  rlglU  -ancles  from 
that  'Voint  t«  the  western  aide  of  the 
line  V  'aoVernneot  Street,  thence  to 
the  s^tbern  side  af  tha,  line  to  Bas- 
tion Street,  here  atood  aaotbar' bastion 
(the  spot  la  now  comnumorted  by  a 
braaai  tablet  set  In  the  corner  of  the 
buUdlM  which  now  occupies  the  alte); 
TbenclT  tli4  •  J^eckadea  ran  tlowire  to 
about  t1|*  alte  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
bulldli)s.  and  thence  to  the.  point  of 
eommaactmeat.  Nearly,  opposite  this 
point  i  little  to  the  southward  and 
eastward  stoad  a  clump  of  nix  oak 
treea,  and,  H.  a'aa  a  tradition ;  amon»Bt 
the  boys  of  the  aehool  that  a  bottle  of 
rum    waa    buried    underneath    the    treea. 

How  the  lifca  originated  I  cannot  say, 
but  certain«Jt  la  If  such  had  been  the 
case  it;  woiiI#  not  long  have  remained 
ttaer*„  One  <it  the  gates  giving  admls-, 
slon  to  tlta  fort  was  situated  near  tha 
centre  of  the  fort;  on  ^e  "eaat^rn  eMctj 
where  Vort  Street  Intersects  Govern- 
ment Street,  the  other.  Juat  oppoalte, 
giving  admission  from  the  waterfront. 
I&ntering  the  fort  from  the  eatttern 
uktt,  the  school  and  bachelora'  quar- 
ters, as  well  as  those  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Btaines.  all  In  one  log  building,  stood 
on  the  left;  on  the  right  waa  another 
large  log  building,  occupied  by  Mr. 
L>ouglaa  and  his  family,  mesa  hall  for 
the  ofllcera,  etc.,  the  kitchen  adjoined, 
and  down  the  northern  side  of  the  fort 
frere  the  warehouses,  sale  ahop  and 
so  on  In  a  double  row.  At  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  fort  atood  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  Flnlayson  and  family.  On 
the  southern  side  of  the  fort  were  the 
menis  quarters  and  other  buildings,  and 
at  the  aouthweatern  corner  waa  the 
blacksmith's  ahop,  presided  over  by  one 
BooHchamp.  a  French-Canadian,  whose 
bloodcurdling  bad  language  in  French 
and  English  used  to  terrify  ua,  and 
from  whom,  needleaa  to  say,  we  aoon 
picked  tip  some  choice  cxpletlvca  for 
occasional  and  aurrcptltloua  uac.  A 
belfry  stood  in  the  centre  of  the  quad- 
rangle, the  bell  being  regularly  rung 
by  the  watchman  for  rising,  meala, 
work  and  divine  service  on  Sundays. 
At  the  two  corners  of  the  fort  not  oc- 
cupied by  tlie  bastions,  were  galleries 
a'lience  a  view  was  obtained  over  the 
tupa  of  the  stockade.  The  oRlCers  of 
the  fort  connlated  of  Mr.  J^ea  Doug- 
las, the  Chief  Factor  In  charge,  Mr. 
iloderick  Finlayaon,  second  In  com- 
mand, Mr.  J.  W.  Maokay,  In  charge  of 
the^  aale  ahop.  Mr.  George  Simpson,  a 
clerk.  TUeao  gentlemen  were  afler- 
'.l^arda  reinforced  by  later  arrivals,  to 
which.  I  shall  prnaently  refer.  Of  the 
Bcivanla  wjiose  nuiueB-I  am  able  to 
recall,  worn  Mr.  Flctt.  in  the  Indian 
trading  atore.  Beauchamp,  the  black- 
amlth,  Charbonneau,  a  laborer.  Fish, 
another  laborer,  whoae  arm  waa  after- 
wards blown  off  by  one  of  the  guns 
from  England,  and  who  In  consequence 
died,  aad  waa  burled  In  tha  little  cem- 
etery dti  the  edge  of  the  ravine,  which 
was  then  quite  In -the  country,  but 
which  is  now  the  corner  of  Douglas 
and  Johnson  Streets,  and  whoae  re- 
mains were  aubaequently  removed  to 
the  nos»  cemetery  on  Quadra  Street, 
where  hla  headstone  was  to  be  seen 
until  quite  recently.  Other  fort  em- 
ployees there  were,  eome  of  whnae 
namea  I  can  recall,  such  as  Gullllon 
ond  Cook.  Attached  to  the  Marine  De- 
partment were  ^Captain  Mount,  Captain 
i>o4d.  Captain  Brotchle.  Captain  Mc- 
N«Hl,  Captain  Sangstar,  Captain  Mlt- 
cheH.  Outside  of  the  fort  yard  to  th« 
north,ward  of  the  caatni-n  gate  along 
tha  Una  of  Oovomment  Street  itood 
tha  baks  ahop,  and  rratdehre.  during  hla 
■tay.  of  Governor  Blanahard.  on  'the 
right 'aide,  galng  east  of  wliat  la  now^ 
Fort  Street,  then  ♦»  lane,  and  divided 
from  the  fort  stockade  by  the  road.  was. 
the  fort  garden,  redolent  with  the  per- 
fume of  mignonette,  stock  and  wall- 
noweiv  and  gay  with  eacholtHlij-  Shal- 
low, hollyhock.  marigold,  candytuft, 
Uwa{!»t  William  and  other  of  the  old'- 
ffCltliloaed^flowern.  Thea^  In  my  fond 
bell^,  were  the  only  cultivated  flowcrn 
kito^n.  Previous  to  thia  time  I  had 
onlyi^  seen  the  marigold  anif  an  ooca- 
8l6hBT  fleld  poppy  amongst  the  wheat. 
Vogetables,    limited    to    peas,      turnips. 


carrots,    cabbage,    petal  oea    an^ 

with   tbc  least  of  care.  pro4aoad  abua- 

dsntly. 

tnbcre  were  no  traa  fruits  of  any  4a- 
scriptton.  the  only  apples  to  b«  ha4 
ware  thoaa  sent  to  Mrs.  U^uglaa  fntaa 
ahe  llodson'a  Bay  garden  at  Kort^Vaa- 
oouvcr.  These  wer«  from  treoo  said 
to  have  brnm  grown  from  seed  branght 
from  iSngland.  Some  of  the  apidan 
were  yery  good,  but  the  flrat  liaae  I 
taatad  one.  which  waa  given  to  mo  by 
kind  motherly* Mra  Douglaa,  as  a  great 
favor.  1  simply  turned  away  from  with 
disgust,  so  little  did  I  appreclata  Ita 
flavor.  Needless  to  bay,  I  soon  got  adu* 
cated  to  a  taste  for  apples,  and  had 
an  opportunity  cffered  I  probably  would 
have  folluwtul  the  example  of  all  other 
boys  In  steaUng  apples.  Pears  of  all 
sorts  from  the  same  aoorce  ware  not 
as  good  aa  turnips,  being  seadlings, 
hard  and  woody,  tn  those  days  the 
gooseberry  mildew  had  not  been  intro- 
duced, and  most  excellent  gooaeberrlef 
were  grown  In  the  Company's  and  Mr. 
Stalnc's  gardens:  cfrranta,  raapbearles 
and  other  small  frluta  were  absent. 
Adjoining  the  Company's  garden  to  the 
aouthward,.  extending  to  about  the  site 
of  the  Windsor  Hotel,  waa  the  garden 
of.  the  clergyman  and  the  schoolmaster, 
the  Reverend  Itobert  John  Stalnea.  In 
this  garden,  we.  the  schoolboys  spent 
many  a  miserable  hour,  weeding  and 
thinning.  In  s;:ite,  however,  ot  what 
I  then  considered  a  waste  of  time, 
whlcl]  might  have  been  apent  more  pro- 
fitably In  play.  I  have  every  reason 
now  to  realise  it  was  that  very  dis- 
tasteful work  which  first  implanted  in 
my  bosom  the  nucleus  of  a  love  of  na- 
ture and  the  cultivation  of  the  aolL* 
But  "Revenona  a  Nous  Moutons."  Ad- 
joining the  fort  on  Its  southern  aide 
waa  the  boya'  garden;  the  pallsadea 
of  tha  fort  forming  Ita  northern  boond- 
ary,  where  we  played  at  gardening,  and 
I  well  remember  the  remarks  ot  soma 
lltMrty  men  of  the  flagship  Portland 
chafTlngly  asking  if  we  had  any  mare's 
eggs  growing.  To  the  eastward  of  the 
Company's  garden,  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  road,  stood  the  barns  and 
stables,  quite  large  squared  log  build- 
ings, and  which  remained  standing 
until  quite  recent  timea  Juat  about 
the  site  of  Bishop's  Close  were  another 
set  of  barns  and  stables,  principally 
used  for  dairyings  purposes.  To  ~ the 
southward  of  tha  fort,  on  a  line  with 
the  western  side  of,  Government  Street, 
stood  two  log  houses  occupied  by  some 
of  the  Company's  employees.  The  pio- 
neer barber  of  Victoria  waa  Mrs.  Gul- 
lion,  wife  of  an  employee,  who  occu- 
pied a  small  houae  at  the  baae  of 
Church  Hill,  Juat  where  RusaeU'a 
greenhouaes  now  atand.  Thither  we 
boya  were  periodically  ordered  to  re- 
pair for  tonsorial  operations,  which,  aa 
may  be  Imagined,  were  of  the  rough 
and  ready  atyle — one  or  two  minutea 
being  the  time  occupied — the  hair  be- 
ing simply  cropped  off  In  a  straight 
line  round  the  head  and  allowed  to  fall 
where  it  listed,  usually  much  to  the 
discomfort  of  the  boy.  The  parte  un- 
der cultivation  were  Itelda  In  the  Fair- 
tield  and  Jamea  Bay  dlatrlcta.  and  the 
level  part  extending  from  Church  Hill 
to  the  road  leading  east  (now  Fort 
Street)  alao  the  North  Dairy  Farm,  and 
In  later  years  the  Colwood  Farm,  the 
CralRtlosxer  Farm,  the  Farlelsn  Farm 
ac  Kaqulmalt.  Colwood  yvutt  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Langford,  who 
arrived  In  1851,  and  the  other  two  re- 
spectively under  Mr.  McICenxIc  and  Mr. 
Skinner,  who  came  after  I  had  left  the 
Colony.  The  flora,  as  It  then  w.as.  and 
for  years  after,  I.e.,  until  the  hand  of 
man  had  despoiled  the  land  of  Its  troas- 
ures,  a'as  probably  aa  rich  or  richer  In 
planta.  flowering  and  ot'nT,  In  the 
vicinity  of  Victoria  as  any  place  in  the 
same  latitude. 

The  white  Illy  and  ladies'  slipper 
abounded  everywhere,  and  on  the  slope 
beyond  the  present  residence  ot  Mrs. 
i'emberton  the  moccasin  flower  (Cyprc- 
pcdUim)  was  In  shundance.  I  have 
searched  In  vain  of  late  years,  and 
have  been  unable  to  And  a  single  speci- 
men of  this  beautiful  plant.  The  main 
and  Indeed  the  only  road  leading  to 
the  country  was  that  leading  eaatward. 
l)ast  the  garden  and  stables,  round  the 
head  of  the  swamp  which  then  existed, 
between  Fort  and  View  Streets,  and 
which  was  drained  by  the  ravine  which 
emptied  Into  the  harbor  where  tha 
Queen's  Hotel  now  stands;  thence  paat 
the  springs  at  Sprhig  Ridge  across  tha 
stream  whl^h  drained  quite  an  extant 
of  flat  country,  and  what  waa  after- 
warda  known  aa  Ilarria'  Pond,  across 
country  to  the  North  Dairy  Farm.  The 
road  branched  somewhere  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Hlllnldi^  towards  Ouriiaidc,  where 
Dr.  Kennedy  had  a  farm,  round  the 
head  of  the  arm  to  Mlllatream,  where, 
near  the  site  of  Parsons  Bridge,  stood 
the  sawmill  belonging  to  the  Company 
under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Par- 
aona  (hence  the  name  of  the  preaant 
bridge)  and  afterwbrds  of  George  Mc- 
K«(ucle,  wlfose  ntarrlage  to  Sarah 
Uoudy  I  have  mentioned.  Thenoe  the 
road'  followed  up  the  atroam  a  short 
dlatance,  a'here  it  was  croased  by  a 
ford,  thence  to  Colwood;  the  farm  pre- 
viously mentioned  managed  by  Mr.  B. 
Lrftngford,  thence  by  a  trail  through 
the  forent  ti>  Aletchosln.  where  Mr. 
Bltnkhom.  about  1)151,  took  up  a  farm. 
1  recall  visiting  Metchoain  In  company 
with  Mr.  Stalnea,  he  on  an  old  cob  of 
his  own,  and  I  on  my  little  strawberry 
roan  (the  same  which  nearly  flnlshed 
rac  off  aome  yeara  previously  near  Lac 
la  Hache).  following  the  route  I  have 
described,  and  aurprlclng  the  I..angford 
family  at  u  picnic-,  which  was  being 
held  under  a  flne  flr  tree,  which  is  atlll 
atandlng.  In  honor  of  the  annlveraary 
of  George  Langfnrd' a  birthday:  then  a 
verj'  wee  boy.  The  Bllnkhorna  enter- 
tained us  hoapltably  for  two  days.  I 
occupying  a  bunk  ^n  the  attic  and 
spending  the  day  racing  about  Metcho- 
ain. a  great  part  of  which  waa  open 
oak  laud  like  that  In  the  vicinity  of 
Victoria  and  Colwood.  The  road  lead- 
ing east  from  the  fort  went  as  far  as 
Todd  Farm,  and  the  country  being 
mostly  open  all  the  nearby  placea.  in- 
cluding Bsacon  Hill,  were  easily  reach- 
eil.  Mr.  Staines  had  a  farm  close  to 
Mt.  Tolmle.  Juat  to  the  westward  of 
It.  through  whieh  flowed  the  stream 
which  drained  the  swamps  to  the  north 
with  Ua  outlet  at  Oak  Bay.  Here  the 
aehoolboya  often  pent  a  brief  half  holl- 
rtay,  usually  to  bring  In  a  horse  for 
Mr.  Staines.  Well,  1  remember  a  Joke 
we  ha8  at  the  expense  of  the  man  In 
charge,  a  foreigner  of  some  descrip- 
tion, who  when  Informed  on  one  ocra- 
alon  of  our  mission  said  we  would  have 
to  watt  until  (he  horsea  were  felt:  hla 
peculiar  accent  leading  us  to  believe 
he  said  fat.  Oovemor  Blansbartf  ar- 
rived prevloua  to  myaejoum  at  acbool: 
his  w^s  rather  an  anomaleua  and  cer- 
lainly  men  viable  position  during  hla 
short  •  slay  aa  flrat  Oorarmor.  Mr. 
i>uuglas  thus  refers  to  him  In  a  lettar 
to  my  father,  dated  March.  It&O:  "Hs^ 
Jiajesty's  sloop  Driver  arrived  here  «n 
41l«  1th-  Inst.,  wttk  His  BieeibAKT 
JUoliard  Blaaobard.  Gorvrnor  of  Van- 
conver  Tslaa«.  on  bnnrd.  Mr.  Vlai^Oiard 
baa  naltber  aacratayy  nor  trsapi^  baing 
accompanied  by  a  single  body  >arTant. 
I  have  not  had  limn  to  get  Aaneh  tr- 
qualnted  with  him,  bat  I  m»jr  ny  th^t

the  i30untry.  aa4  did  not  soom  to  auks 
any  friesda:  Indoad.  tboro  wars  but 
few  with  whom  ho  eoald  asaeelata  on 
aa  equal  footing,  and  tbay  seamed  to 
boM  aloof.  His  reign  was  sbort-Uvod. 
and  I  fancy  he  was  glad  to  shake  off 
tha  shackles  of  an  uncongenial  olBea. 
It  was  ahortly  aftar  BlaxMbard's  rs- 
iinquishment  of  hla  position  as  Oover- 
aor  that  Mr.  Dou«laa  waa  appolntad.

^Imanslona,  anelosing  his  official  read- 
dence  and  otHee  wAs  eonstmcted  to  tb« 
north  of  the  existing  fort,  and  soma 
axty  or  (MTontr-flvo  yards  dlsUnt 
There,  with  Mr.  Rtebard  Oilledts  as 
his  secreUry.  ha  earrlad  on  the  affblra 
of  aUta  Needleaa  to  say  tbitm»  war* 
not  of  aa  oneroua  natara,  no  BgiV^* 
ment,   no  courts,  no  nothlns  to  bottwf.

borrow  In  the  London  market  Now  that 
this  avenue  is  closed,  we  have  been 
compelled  to  curuil  Imports  and  in- 
crease exporta  in  order  to  meet  interest 
obligations  and  maintain  our  credit 
How  successfully  we  are  meeting  the 
situation  a  few  figures  will  show:  In 
the  seven  months  ending  October  81, 
1918,  the  value  of  exports  of  Cana- 
dian products  was  9246,650,000,  and  in 
the  same  period  of  1914  was  9226,757.r 
000.  while  this  year  In  these  seven 
months  we  have  exported  Canadian 
products  of  the  value  of  9326,430,000. 
or  9100,000,000  more  than  last  year,  and 
the  great  crop  surplus  has  atiU  to  go 
forward. 

Comparing  the  foreign  trade  of  Can- 
ada for  the  seven-months  period  end- 
ing with  October.  Imports  have  declined 
from  9880,544,000  In  1913  to  9258,107,- 
000  In  1916,  while  exports  of  domestic 
products,  as  I  have  said,  have  risen 
from  9245.560.000  to  9326.430,000,  an 
adverse  balance  of  9145.000,000  being 
converted  Into  a  favorable  ba)an(ie  of 
979.828,000,  or  a  betterment  In  respect 
of  foreign  trade  of  no  less  than  9218,r 
000,000  within  the  abort  space  of  two 
years. 

War  contracts,  of  course,  have  con- 
tributed substantially  to  this  expansion, 
the  value  of  manufactures  exported 
having  risen  from  989,000,000  In  the 
first  seven  months  of  the  last  fiscal 
year  to  984,000,000  tn  the  i;ame  period 
of  the  present  year,  and,  aa  In  the  case 
of  cereals,  this  export  trade  Is  on  an 
ascending  scale. 

Bomtaten  loan  la  v.  ak 

An  outstanding  feature  In  Canadian 
finance  has  been  the  issti«  by  the 
Dominion  of  Its  first  loan  In  the 
United  States.  The  rate  of  Interest 
at  the  time,  to  those  ungcquaintad 
with  conditions,  might  have  been  con- 
sidered onerous,  but  the  Important 
collateral  advanUgos  which  the  loan 
achieved  by  giving  immediate  relief 
to  the  Exchange  situation,  ss  well  as 
In  a  degree,  to  the  London  money 
market,  greatly  counterbalanced  the 
rate  of  Interest  paid  and  amply  d«. 
monstrated  the  pnidnce  and  wisdom  of 
the  transaction. 

The  same  remark^  apply  to  the  re- 
cent Anglo-French  Loan,  wWoh  may 
properly  be  considered  as  an  Exchange 
transaction.  The  sum  obtained  was 
known  to  be  Inadequate  to  regulate  the 
chaotic  situation  which  had  arisen,  and 
consequently  failed  for  the  time  being 
In  Its  purpose,  but  It  Is  hoped  that  the 
losn.  toirether  with  the  other  measiircn 
now  being  taken  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  stability  to  rates,  will  prove 
effective  and  gradually  bring  abotit  tha 
results  desired. 

'    ■nooasa  of  Canadian  &oaa 

The  signs!  success  of  the  recent 
Canadian  Loan  Is  very  gratifying  on 
every  ground,  tbe  Isrge  public  subscrip- 
tions evincing  the  patriotic  spirit  ot 
the  people  and  their  ablHLr  to  share 
tha  burdens  cnUlled  by  the  war,  while 
at  tha  same  time  measurably  reliev- 
ing the  Mother  Country.  It  is  well, 
however,  to  remember  that.  In  the 
nature  of  things,  Canada  is  snd  must 
long  continue  to  be  a  borrowing  coun- 
try, with  large  annual  commitments 
for  interest  and  principal  payments 
which  can  be  met  only  with  gold  or 
commodlMes.  Largely  owing  to  the 
strength  of  Its  bpnking  position.  Can- 
ada Is  at  present  able  to  bear  this 
atraln  without  curtailing  the  supply  of 
crc^t  and  capital  for  business  require- 
ments. But  obviously  there  is  a  limit 
to  tha  conversion  of  floating  into 
fixed  capital  without  Impairment  of 
banking  resources,  and  It  is  most  de- 
sirable that,  as  far  ss  possible,  our 
l>orrowlnffs  should  he  effected  In  out- 
side markets  In  order  to  avoid  the 
depletion  of  bank  deposits  or  a  too 
great  redundancy  of  the  circulation  of 
Dominion  notes,  as  In^alther  or  both 
contingencies  the  whole  financial  fabric 
might   t>«  seriously   menaced. 

The  Moratoria  Acts  which  have  be- 
come law  in  so  many  of  the  Provinces 
and  whicb  were  primarily  designed 
for  tha  protection  of  mortgagors 
against  poaalble  unjust  action  by  mort- 
aagaca.  have  no  doubt  been  of  ser- 
vice In  Isolated  cas«s  in  preventing 
hardships  to  mortgagors.  It  Is  doubt- 
ful, hawaver.  If  the  advantages  galnad 
by  these  Acta  have  not  baan  more 
thaa  counterbalanced  by  the  withhold- 
ing by  timid  lenders  of  investment 
fnnda  which  are  so  essential  to  tha 
building  up  of  a  new  country,  as  well 
as  by  the  delay  cauaed  la  clearing  np 
aa  extended  spaculatlva  raai  aatata 
altaatloa. 


must  of  nacesally  ba  largely  curtailed, 
and  a  new  set  of  problems  will  have 
to  be  faced.  Am  1  have  said  on  formar 
ocessions  when  1  have  bad  the  pleasure 
of  addressing  you,  if  economy  be  exer- 
cised to  meet  the  Increased  burden  of 
Uxatioo.  of  whicb  wo  qivHit  bear  our 
share,  and  the  production  of  exportable 
articles  increased  to  tha  utmoat  extent, 
to  protect  our  gold  supply  and  mini- 
mise our  borrowings,  and  If  we  keep 
strong  In  working  capiui.  then  no  mat- 
ter what  difflcultlea  tha  future  may 
have  In  store  for  wu,  we  can  look  for- 
nani  to  tUem  witJi  a  degree  of  com- 
placency. Our  agricultural  reaoureaa 
and  undeveloped  wealth  will  enable  us 
to  bear  the  strain  which  may  ba  Im- 
posed upon  us,  and  we  shall  in  the  end 
come  safely  through  the  period  of 
economic  upheaval  and  world-wide  con- 
flict—with a  larger  debt  It  is  true,  but 
with  our  ability  to  meet  It  unques- 
tioned and  our,  economic  position  not 
seriously    impaired. 

In  the  meantime,  our  duty  as  (Cana- 
dians Is  to  watch  closely  the  current 
of  events,  to  be  prepared  for  emer- 
gencies and  to  take  advantage  of  propi- 
tious circumstances  as   they   rise. 

I  cannot  properly  close  theae  re- 
marks without  some  reference  to  400 
odd  gallant  young  men  o^  the  staff  of 
the.  Bank  who  have  Joined  tbe  Colors 
and  gone  to  the  front  to  fight  the 
Empire^s  battles.  Of  these,  the  names 
of  16  have  been  added  to  the  Roll  of 
Honor,  having  been  killed  In   action. 

Their  courage  and  |>atriotlsm,  their 
deeds  of  valor  and  their  glorious  end 
win  be  Inscribed  In  the  Bank's  archives, 
and  to  the  families  and  relations  we 
give  expression  of  our  profound  admir- 
ation of  their  devotion  to  country  and

Sir  Frederick  Wllllams-Taylor,  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Bank,  then 
made  his  annual  address,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen,— The  balance         sheet, 

which  it  is  my  privilege  and  duty  to 
present  to  you  today,  reflects  the  re- 
sult of  twelve  months  of  business  con- 
ducted under  conditions  such  as  this 
country  and  its  banks  have  never  be- 
fore  been   called    upon    to  face. 

In  previous  years  we  have  experi- 
enced the  effects  of  outside  panics  and 
crises,  many  of  them  of  an  Injurious 
and  even  alarming  nature,  but  as  a 
rule  the  danger  was  brief,  and  the 
damage  quickly  repaired. 

The  year  under  review  differs,  In 
that  there  have  been  no  such  financial 
crises,  but  what  has  been  more  difficult 
to  surmount,  a  continuous  period  of 
anxiety  with  problems  not  only  vary- 
ing in  character,  but  differing  from  any 
in  our   former  experience.  ^ 

You  will  undoubledly  feci  gratified 
that  your  Bank  has  come  through  the 
unsettled  conditions  referred  to  with- 
out loss  of  Btrength,  and  is  enjoying 
increased  prestl^. 

As  for  the  future,  the  dally  difficul- 
ties will  be  grappled  with  as  they 
arise,  and  we  ^augc.  to  the  best  of 
our  ability,  the  somewhat  obscured 
trend  of  coming  events. 

As  the  President  has  reviewed  in 
general  the  trade  and  financial  condi- 
tions in  Canada  and  at  the  chief  nn- 
anclal  centres  abroad,  njy  duties  are 
confined  to  a  short  account  of  the 
working  of  the  Bank,  an  explanation  of 
the  more  Important  features  of  the 
accounts  submitted  to  you  today,  with 
some  detailed  references  to  the  points 
arising  therefrom,  and  to  local  condl- 
tlons   In   our  Provinces. 

As  you  are  well  aware,  this  Bank 
long  ago  ceased  to  be  merely  a  domes- 
tic  financial  Institution,  and  therefore 
It  Is  necessary,  in  presenting  to  you 
the  annals  of  the  business,  to  touch 
upon  conditions  affecting  us  in  London 
and  In  New  York,  where  we  carry  such 
n  material  portion  of  our  primary  and 
secondary  reserves. 

Sondoa 
During  the  first  six  months  of  our 
banic  year,  rapid  disbursements  by  the 
Imperial  Government  made  moneUry 
conditions  In  London  so  extremely  easy 
that  our  enrnln;;  power  at  that  point 
was  seriously  diminished.  Indeed,  for 
msny  weeks  the  large  balances  we  felt 
Impelled  by  discretion  to  carry  with  our 
London   lmnki>rs  were  free  of  interest. 

Subsenuently.  the  rate  for  money  rose 
to  a  point  In  keeping  with  Its  real 
value,  and  had  we  felt  free  to  fully 
employ  our  funds  there  without  regard 
to  liquidity,  the  profit  thereon  would 
have  been  materially  augmented.  Ca«i- 
tlon  and  established  policy,  however, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  we  had  Isrge 
deposits  of  a  special  nature,  decided  us 
to  keep  an  Important  portion  of  our 
rcaouroes  readily  availabia 

Since  last  Jtme.  the  earning  power  of 
money  has  been  greater  In  London  than 
In  New  York,  a  condition  reflected  In 
fair  profits  at  the  former  point,  even 
after  payment  of  the  now  onerous  In- 
come tax. 

In  March  of  this  year,  the  Dominion 
Government  floated  a  f 5,000.000  4^  per 
cent  five-year  loan  In  London,  at  99^. 
With  that  exception,  an  outstanding 
feature  of  AnKlo-Cunadian  finance  Is 
that  Canada  hss  received  no  capital 
supplies  from  Londoa  as  in  the  years 
precedlnu  the  war.  On  the  other  hand. 
Cnna<Ilan  Treasury  Bills,  to  tbe  ex- 
tent of  about  {10,000.000,  afloat  In  that 
market  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  have 
been  reducefl  to  the  nominal  sum  of 
about  {825.000.  The  fact  that  We  were 
thus  able  to  protect  our  maturing 
obligaiiona  redounded  to  tha  credit  of 
thf    I>omlnion. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  during  the  ten 
years  prior  to  the  war.  your  Bank 
alone  was  the  medium  through  which 
some  9600.000,000  of  loan;  moneys  were 
raised  in  London  and  transferred  to 
Canada. 


It  acema  in  place  to  further  com- 
ment upon  our  Banking  Profits  by 
stating  that  in  the  ninety-eight  years 
during  which  this  Bank  haa  been  In 
existence  the  Interest  return  on  capi- 
tal haa  averaged  over  8  par  cent  par 
annum.  Aa  for  the  year  under  review, 
you  will  doubtless  agree  that  you  have 
good  reason  to  feel  satlsflad  that  your 
dividend  and  bonua  have  been  main- 
tained In  times  that  have  tealed  the 
strength  of  every  Important  business  In- 
stitution throughout  tbe  British  Empire. 

In  thla  connection  It  may  aeem 
superfluous,  but  it  Is  oarulnly  advis- 
able, to  impress  upon  those  interested 
titat  tha  ability  of  the  Banks  of  Canada 
to  maintain  steady  dividends  Is  due  to 
the  conservative  policy  adopted  long 
ago  of  setting  aside  in  years  of  plenty 
a  measure  of  earnlnga  In  purauance 
of  this  policy,  your  Bank  has,  as  you 
know,  accumulated  In  the  course  of 
many  years  a  reaerve  equal  to  its  cap- 
ital, which  naturally  means  that  divi- 
dends large  In  tne  eyes  of  the  captious 
and  uninitiated  critic  are  moderate 
when  calculated  upon  the  combined 
capital    and    reser\'e.

Partly  from  policy,  and  partly  from 
force  of  circumstances,  the  ratio  of 
our  quick  assets  to  liabilities  has  in- 
creased to  64  per  cent  from  65  per  cent 
a  year  ago.  and  from  49  per  cent  two 
years  ago.  There  have  been  times  when 
the  percentage  has  seemed  needlessly 
high,  but  you  will,  doubtless,  agree  as 
to  the  a-lsdom  of  being  on  the  safu 
side. 

Idle  reserves  a|;e  a  safeguard,  not  a 
feature  for  regret,  and  should  prove  in- 
valuable when  the  situation  clears. 

.  In  this  conneetion  it  is  well  to  em- 
phasize the  fact  that  we  have  not  only 
met  the  usual  legitin^ate  requirements 
of  merchants,  manufacturers,  farmers 
and  ranchers,  but  have  given  special 
consideration  to  applications  from  those 
temporarily  embarrassed  by  tbe  prevail- 
ing   conditions.

In  summarlelng  my  remarks,  I  may 
say  that  a  year  ago  I  expressed  the 
opinion  that  Canada  wss  standing  the 
strain  without  colls pse.  This  summing 
up  of  the  situation  still  holds  good. 
The  strain  Is  less  than  could  have 
reasonably  been  expected,  and  we  are 
encouraged  to  calmly  face  the  troubles 
still  ahead  of  us  because  of  the  con- 
fidence that  comes  from  having  sue- 
ressfully  surmounted  the  ordeals  of  the 
past  twelve  months,  ordeals  thst  csme 
upon  this  country  without  warning  and 
found  us  Inadequately  prepared. 

There  Is  now  a  decidedly  mere  hope- 
ful feeling  throughout  the  Dominion; 
and  there  Is  excellent  ground  for  that 
reassursnce  in  the  msterisi  advantages 
that  have  resulted  from  a  bountiful 
harvest.  When  we  consider  that  the 
Northwest  alone  has  produced  several 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dolUrs"  worth 
of  agricultural  products  In  tha  past 
year  In  pn  area  where  in  the  boyhoo<l 
of  the  middle-aged  not  a  sod  was 
turned,  we  feel  that  this  Is  a  form  of 
genuine  prosperity  to  inspire  confidence 
and  In  which  our  pride  is  i»ardonabte. 

When  w*  begin  to  analyse  other 
features  of  the  situation  there  Is  less 
room  for  satisfaction. 

The  war  in  which  the  Empire  la  en- 
gaged to  protect  Its  Integrity  has  made 
It  incumbent  upon  Canada  to  assist  the 
Mother  Country*  In  <>r»ry  way  possible. 
We  have  already  provided  a  Urge 
n«Hnb«T  of  troops  and  more  will  follow. 
In  the  manufacture  of  mnnltlona, 
alothlng  and  other  requisites,  we  are 
doing  oor  MM  share.  This  has  brought 
profitable  employment  to  Canada  when 
sorely  needed,  and  at  lh#>  same  time 
rendered  great  m«rx\e^  to  the  common 
cause.  I/Ct  us.  however,  remelnber  that 
the  manufacture  of  war  materials  Is  s 
grim  and  transient  form  of  ao-ealled 
prosperity,  that  the  eoa«  tharaof  cmnas 
out  of  tha  national  exchaquor  of  OrMt 
Britain  or  of  Canada,  and  from  the 
blood  of  the  flower  of  our  manhood. 

Also  the  Unltad  Kingdom  has  ad- 
vaacad  large  amouata  ta  Canada  for 
military  expendltnre.  mt%»  the  uma  noy 
come  when  It  Win  he  dealrabla.

A  year  ago  conditions  in  Onurlo 
were  the  raversa  of  aatlafactory.  with 
bustnaaa  already  severely  rastrleted 
and  further  dislocated  as  a  result  of 
tbe  war,  with  nmny  fkctories  closed 
and  othera  running  with  reduced  pay- 
roUa  and  shortened  hours,  and  with 
coUeotlona  slow,  manufacturers,  whole- 
aalars  and  retailers  looked  for  hard 
tlBMB.  The  lumber  trade  wss  dull, 
building  at  a  -stanasdU;  and  lower 
pricaa  for  real  asuto  were  deemed  in- 
evitable. The  problem  of  the  unem- 
ployed waa  an  added  concern  for  the 
approaching  Winter. 

Praaarttly.  however,  Oovernment 
ordera  for  the  manufacture  of  war 
munitions  iiKreased  rapidly  and  many 
woollen  milla.  tanneries  and  machine 
shops  were  soon  working  to  capacity. 
With  prospects  of  a  large  crop  and 
with  increasing  Oovernment  expendi- 
ture for  war  munitions,  misgivings  b«- 
,gan  to  diaappear.  The  farmers.  the 
leaat  affected,  had  placed  under  culti- 
vation a  larger  acreage  than  ever  be- 
fore, and,  as  a  reault  a  splendid  crop, 
perhaps  the  best  In  the  history  of  the 
Province,  has  been  harvested.  Prices 
have  been  good.  Economy  ia  still  be- 
ing practiced  in  keeping  with  new  con- 
ditions. Wholesalers  and  retailers  re- 
port smaller  turnoverp.  with  collec- 
tions alow. 

Tha  lumber  trade  haa  been  quiet 
Stocks  are  heavy  for  tbla  time  of  year, 
and  the  local  demand  light.  The  .\mer- 
Ican  trade  has  been  moderate,  but  a 
marked  revival  Is  promised.  It  Is  ex- 
paatad-Utat  the  cut  this  season   will  be 


much  reduced. 

The  mines  are  now  active,  though 
the  total  production  Is  less  than  last 
year.  The  output  of  silver  will  doubt- 
less Increase  in  consequenca  of  the 
rapid  rlae  in  price.  The  value  of  gold 
mined  has  Increased  by  50  per  cent 
The  nickel  and  copper  mines  have  been 
greatly  atlmulated  by  the  demand  creat- 
ed by  the  war. 

Munlcli>al  expenditure  has  been  In 
keeping  with  the  general  spirit  of 
economy.  No  new  railway  .  construc- 
tion of  importance  has  been  attempted, 
nor  any  large  power  scheme  under- 
taken. 

The  value  of  first  claas  city  pro- 
perty and  good,  farm  lands  is  maln- 
tailnbd,  holdera  being  unwilling  to 
make  sacrifices.  Building  In  Toronto 
Is  reported  to  show  progress  and  th* 
labor  situation    lias   greatly    Improved. 

Confidence,  which  was  lacking  a 
year  ago,  now  seems  to  be .  restored. 
Vrovtao*  of  Q«*h** 
With  improved  agrloultural  marketa. 
and  cropa  above  the  average,  the  rural 
sections  of  the  Province  are  In  a  satis- 
factory condition. 

The  high  freight  rates  and  scarcity  nf 
tonnage  for  *hlpm*nta  to  Qroat  Britain, 
together  with  a  limited  demand,  until 
recently,  from  the  United  States,  have 
resulted  In  a  somewhat  unsatisfactory 
year  for  the  lumber  trade.  Largo 
stocks  of  lumber  are  being  wintered, 
and  forest  operationa  for  the  coming 
season  will,  as  a  rule,  be  curtailed. 
Scarcity  of  tonnage  for  shipment  of 
paper  to  England  has  increased  th*  ex- 
port of  that  important  commodity  to 
the  United  States,  although  the  price  of 
new*  print  there  ha*  not  maintained 
the  l«vel  to  which  it  rose  during  the 
early  days  of  the  war. 

Wholesale  and  retail  bualness  is  rea- 
aonably  good,  but  the  commercial 
agenciea  report  failures  above  the  aver- 
age. 

General  manufacturing  ooodltions. 
especially  in-  Montreal,  hare  steadily 
Improved  throughout  tha  year.  Tho 
Textile  Companies  seport  business  aa 
being  quite  good,  and  th*  manufacture 
of  munitions  of  war  hss  brought  actlv- 
Ity  and  proflt  to  certain  Important  In- 
duOtrie*. 

There  ha*  he«n  littl*  movement  in 
real  eatate.  Tbe  high  prices  at  which 
properties  are  atill  held  in  the  chief 
centres  are  not  an  accurate  guldo  to 
realisable  values.  , 

Vailttau  Bvovta«*g 
General  conditions  sre  reaaonsbly 
aatlafactory  throughout  our  Maritime 
Provinces.  The  crop*.  *xecpting  ap- 
plea,  have  been  bountiful,  with  good 
price*. 

Ilshermen  have  had  a  successful  sea- 
son with  a  larger  catch  than  last  year 
and  high  price*. 

Lumbermen  on  th*  whole  have  not 
had  a  good  year.  T.«.st  season's  cut 
was  above  the  average,  but  a  dull 
American  market,  combined  with 
acarcity  of  tonnage  and  high  freight 
ratea  to  England,  caused  a  falling  off 
In  sales.  Large  stock*  of  lumber  ar* 
being  carried  into  the  Winter  and  in 
consequence  the  coming,  season's  opera- 
tion* will  be  curtalUd.  'withIn  the  last 
few  week*,  however,  there  ha*  been  a 
marked  revival  in  the  American  demand. 
Th*  output  of  the  coal  mines  w|l|  be 
greater  than  tost  year,  due  in  large 
measura  to  the  requirements  of  the 
steel  plants,  the  business  of  which  ha* 
been  largely   Increased  hy  war  orders. 

Wholesale    and      retail    trad*    ia      re- 
ported as  In  a  healthy  condition. 


the    Northwest    have   b«*n   comparative- 
ly amaU  in  tbe  year. 

The  axpcndlturaa  of  th*  Province* 
and  th*  Muaicipalltles  were  reduced  to 
a  minimum.  There  has  t>aen  aonie  ex- 
penditure by  Railways  on  new  construc- 
tion, prtaclpally  In  Southern  and  North- 
om  Albarta.  ta  both  case*  oarving  gomi 
arabl*  landa  Work  on  the  Hudson's 
Bay   Railway  haa   been  continued. 

A  considerable  amount  haa  been 
apant  by  tjie  Dominion  Governnnent  In 
tha  erection  of  Urge  interior  stprage 
elevatora 

The  large  advanoea  of  tbe  Dominion 
Oovarnment  to  farmer*  In  certain  dis- 
tricta.  principally  in  the  form  of  aeed. 
were  made  very  opportunely  and  have 
been  amply  Justifled  by  the  very  large 
crop  yield  In   thoae  districts. 

Buotaess  In  many  important  llnea  Is 
good  ami  should  contnue  to  improve  ss 
returns  from  gi-ain  y*t  to  b*  marketed 
are  received. 

The  general  business  outlook  has 
been  traitsformed  by  the  large  crop. 
Brtttah  Colpaahta 
Following  the  outbreak  of  war.  Biit- 
tish  Columbia  was  seriously  affected  by 
the  atopi>ag«  of  expenditure  on  rallwny 
oonatructton  and  extenKlon,  and  In  tho 
outlay  upon  public  works,  also  by  the 
eessation  of  Inflow  of  capital  to  develoi> 
th*  lumber,  mining  and  other  resources 
of  the  Province.  Speculation  In  real 
aatate  had  riaon  to  a  height  where 
prices  were  quite  beyond  reasonable 
productive  values.  Business  has  now 
been  forced  by  adversity  to  a  sounder 
basis  and  ahows  atgns  of  recovery. 
There  has  b«Hsn  s  very  general  tendency 
toward  economy  and  retrenchment  with 
beneflctal  reeult. 

During  the  past  year  mining  of  sll 
ciaaaes  has  revived,  bringing  Increase*! 
employment  and  a  growth  of  orders  for 
equipment  and  supplies.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  refinery  would  ba  of  great 
benefit  to  the  country.  In  agrlculturo 
good  crops  are  reported,  and,  althotigh 
prlcea  are  diaappolnting,  it  i*  satisfac- 
tory that  the  Province  is  gradually 
gatting  into  the  position  of  feeding  It- 
self. The  fruit  crop  Is  excellent  and  Is 
being  marketed  under  better  conditions 
than  formerly  and  at  better  prices. 

The  salmon  catch  exceeded  expecta- 
tions for  an  off  year,  and  demand  and 
^trricfm — lam — been  satlsfaclory. — The 
halibut  catch  has  been  satisfactory 
alao  and  marketed  under  favorable  con- 
ditions. The  lumber  trade  Is  In  a  better 
position  than  when  under  review  a  year 
ago,  largely  in  consequence  of  Improved 
demand  from  the  Prairie  Provinces,  but 
still  *uffers  through  Isck  of  shipping 
for  the  export  trade,  which  traVJe  could 
be  greatly  increased  with  adequate  faci- 
lities. 

The  population  hss  temporarily  fallen 
off  through  enlistment  and  lack  of  em- 
ployment In  building  trades  and  railway 
construction. 

With  return  to  more  settled  condi- 
tion*, there  Is  bound  to  be  an  influx  of 
new  people  and  aome  resumption  of  tho 
fiow  of  capital  to  develop  the  great 
natural  resources  of  this  Province.

This  year's  catch  of  cod.  the  grant 
-taple  product  of  Newfoundland,  will  bc< 
equal  to  that  of  last  season,  while  the 
prices  being  realised  are  exceptionally 
"«gn.  In  consequence,  trade,  wholeaalo

conditions  throughout  the  country  may 
bo  considered  satisfactory. 

The  sealing  voyages  of  last  Spring 
were  tho  most  unprofitable  on  record 
On  account  of  the  very  high  freight 
rates  offering,  it  Is  probabl*,  some  of 
the  best  Iron  ships  will  be  withdrawn 
from  **al  fishing  for  adrvlce  else- 
wher*;  therefore,  the  prospdat*  for  n*gt 
Spring**  dialing  are  poor.        <      ii.-"   -    U 

The  pulp  an<I  paper  buslnegs  has  been 
disappointing.  Markets  fpr  ground 
wood  pulp  were  poor,  freights  high,  nn.l 
tonnage  scarce.  Largo  quantities  will 
be  carried  over  this  Winter  by  the 
mills.  The  adverse  steriing  exchsng" 
has  Isrgely  militated  against  pro  fits, 
ss  exports  of  this  product  are  mainly 
to  Great  Britain. 

General  conditions.  however,  are 
largely  governed  by  the  cod  fl>4herles. 
and  the  excellent  returns  from  them  are 
enabling  the  Colony  to  weather  the  lAil- 
versal  storm  with  a  fair  measure  of 
oonifort  and  confidence. 


The  Northwest  has  recovered  to  a 
marked  extent  from  th*  oeonomlc  d|a- 
locatlon  of  a  year  aco.

NEW  YORK,  Dec.  13.— Washington's 
firm  attitude  towards  Vlanna  regarding 
the  alnking  of  the  Ancona  furnlabed  thu 
moat  likely  reason  for  today's  heavy 
market,  a  combination  of  foreign  and 
domestic  selling,  the  latter  largely  from 
professional  sources,  resulted  in  vari- 
ous  changes,   mainly   downward. 

In  its  effort  to  depress  prices,  the 
leading  element  again  conoautratad  Its 
atuck  upon  United  Sutes  Steel  and 
•wsh  other  leaders  as  the  Pacific  group 
of  raila.  also  Reading  and  Baltimore 
and  Ohio.  Deolinea  in  these  atocka  ex- 
tended from  1  to  almost  2  points.  New 
Vork  Central  was  the  only  noteworthy 
exception  to  the  lower  levels  reached. 
Among  higb-prioed  apecUltles,  Amer- 
ican Tobaccp  was  tiup  weak  feature, 
BU|»talnlng  an  extreme  loss  of  9  points, 
at  200.  with  kindred  declines  in  relative 
Issues. 

General  Motors,  common  and  pre- 
ferred, Studehaker  and  Texas  Company, 
the  latter  selling  ex-dividend,  consti- 
tuted the  only  strong  features  of  the 
session,  which  lapsed  Into  complete 
stagnation  and  loweat  prices  In  the 
final  hour,  ^ethlehem  Steel  on  one  sale 
dropped  18  points  to  444.  and  the  pre- 
ferred lost  6.  at  160.  IaUt.  Iteihlehcni 
common  rallied  to  489.  The  aalca  total- 
ed 375,000  shares.  A  development  of 
broad  financial  interest  was  the  de- 
cline in  exchange  on  Germany  to  77%. 
the  lowest  rate  quoted  since  the  out- 
break of  the  war.  and  probably  In  the 
.history  of  banking  between  New  York 
and  Berlin.  All  other  forms  of  foreign 
remittances    were    lower. 

Cables  announcing  the  intention  of 
the  British  Cbancel^ir  of  the  Kxchequer 
to  purchase  American  securities,  paying 
for  them  with  u-ycar  5  per  cent  Treas- 
ury bonds,  confirmed  recent  reports  of 
a  general  mobilization  of  such  securi- 
ties now  hold  in  Great  Britain.  The 
effect  of  this  manoeuvre  seems  to  have 
been  partly  discounted  in  the  recent  re- 
current foreign  liquidation. 

Anglo>French  bonds  repeated  last 
week's  low  pglce  of  »4%  for  future  de- 
livery, whlla  cash  trades  were  made  at 
98,   and   "regular  way,"   06^. 

The  general  bond  list  was  unchansed 
under  constant  pressure.  Total  sales, 
par  value,  $2,990,000.  United  States 
bonds  registered  4's  advanced  %  on 
call.

Sir,— We.  the  undersigned  members  of 
the  Women's  Committee,  make  an  urgent 
Appeal  to  the  women  of  Victoria  for 
more  Superfluities. 

We  quite  appreciate  the  many  splen- 
did gifts  the  Red  Cross  Society  has  re- 
ceived. In  some  cases  we  know  of, 
women  have  given  their  most  cherished 
possessions,  realising  that  they  were 
unable  to  give  money;  yet  in  other 
cases  (purely,  we  know,  through  want 
Of  thought)  others  have  not  as  yet  sent 
us  the  Superfluities  they  can  send. 
.Nine-tenths  of  the  beautiful  homes  il. 
Victoria  have  not  yet  contributed  to 
these  sales,  and  we  refuse  to  believe 
tl^at  the  owners  have  no  interest  In 
Red  Cro.<is  work  ami  no  wish  to  assist 
our    brothers    at    the    front. 

There  ar<',  of  course,  imaginary  ex- 
cises. It  has  even  been  suggested  that 
the  Idea  of  Superfluities  Hales  is  some- 
what akin  to  the  custom  obuinlng  in 
the  Scilly  Isles,  where  they  are  sup- 
posed to  live  by  tai<ing  In  each  others- 
washing.  But  one  muat  realise  that 
what  might  be  superfluous  In  one  home 
Is  urgently  wanted  in  another.  Be- 
sides, it  has  been  proven  at  the  recent 
•ales  that  a  large  proportion  of  buyers 
wire   from    the   United    States. 

The  SuparfluitlM  committee  have  a 
perfect  organization:  there  are  no  run- 
ning expenses  now.,  everything  is  given; 
and  If  the  women  of  Victoria  will  onlj- 
give  what  they  do  not  want,  that  which 
they  do  not  use,  that  which  has  no 
sentimental  value,  they  are.  after  all. 
making  very  little  sacrifice,  and  these 
sales  will  be  able  to  continue  through- 
out the  period  of  the  war.  If  they  do 
not.  the  sales  will  have  to  stop  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  this  organisation' 
bioken   up. 

The  demands  of  the  Red  Cross  are 
urgent  and  unceasing.  It  Is  futU.  to 
araue  that  the  <iovernnient  looks  after 
our  wounded  soldiers — of  course  It  does. 
80  does  the  Oovernment  look  after  our 
poor,  but  the  Red  Cross  Society.  In 
many  cases  working  as  Independent 
units,  brings  a  message  of  love  and  help 
which  Is  aa  different  from  the  l»elp  of 
tlu-  military  hospital  as  the  direct  gen- 
eroslty  and  nsslsianc.  of  the  ktndly-dls- 
posed  giver  to  the  poor.  Is  to  Govern- 
ment assistance,   via   the   workhouse. 

It  should  be  a  pride  and  privilege  for 
us  women  to  do  our  share.  We  cannot 
ai:  hav.  the  honor  that  our  R«f  Cross 
alaters  have  of  active  service,  but  we 
can  all  give  what  w.  can  do  without. 
When  the  history  of  this  war  la  told, 
and  w.  learn  how  the  Red  Cross  has 
been  hampered  by  want  of  funds,  and 
we  roalise  that  perhaps  the  hoarding  of 
a  Hiiperfluity  has  njeant  parrhed  lips, 
unsUunched  wounds,  pain  and  agony 
that  might  haVe  been  asauagMl  by  our 
giving  of  that  fluperflaity.  th^rm  will 
be  no  prtde  of  poMesslon:  there  wfll  b.

Mr.  Morris  L.  Platnauer,  secretary 
Jewish  relief  committee  of  Victoria,  has 
received  the  following  acknowledgment 
from  Baron  Leopold  de  Rothschild,  head 
of  the  national  committee.  London,  for 
the  amount  collected  in  this  city  for 
the  relief  of  the  stricken  Jews  of 
Poland:

Dear  Sir,— I  have  Just  received  your 
letter  of  the  25th  October  addressed  to 
myself  and  my  colleagues  of  the  Fund 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Jewish  Victims  of 
the  War  m  Russia.  On  their  behalf  as 
well  as  my  own  I  should  like  at  once 
to  convey  to  the  members  of  the 
Emanu-Bl  Congregation  and  of  the 
I<odge  Victoria  of  the  J.  O.  B'nai  Britli. 
our  warmest  thanks  for  tlie  cordial  way 
in  which  they  have  acted  on  our  cable, 
and  to  the  Jewish  ladles  who  so  kindly 
volunteered  to  make  a  collection.  The 
result  ($1,700)  seems  very  satisfactory 
for  BO  small  a  community,  and  It  is  a 
pleasing  feature  that  you  Christian 
neighbors    joined    with    you. 

To  answer  the  two  questions  you  have 
put  to  me,  I  cannot  do  better  than  send 
you  a  printed  copy  of  the  appeal  we  is- 
sued here.  With  regard  to  the  number 
of  people  to  be  provided  for.  It  is  now 
said  that  they  toUl  as  many  as  a  mil- 
lion and  a  half.  Whether  this  Hgure  la 
correct  or  not.  there  can  be  no  doubt 
whatever  that  the  numher  is  extremely 
large  and  the  need  most  urgent  in  view 
of  the  oncoming  Winter.  You  need  have 
no  hesitation  respecting  the  means  by 
which  the  aaslstance  Is  conve.ved  to  the 
people  who  are  to  receive  It.  The  money 
Is  sent.  In  the  first  Instance,  to  a  Jewish 
committee  in  Petrograd,  which  Is  pre- 
sided over  by  M.  Warschawsky,  a  rich 
and  benevolent  Jewish  citizen  of  Petro- 
grad, and  Baron  de  Ounsburg,  one  of 
the  leading  bankers  of  that  city.  The 
Petrograd  committee.  In  Its  turn,  send 
the  relief  to  120  local  Jewish  commit- 
tees, from  whom  It  Is  passed  on  to  the 
recipients    themselves. 

I  trust  this  Information  will  be  satis- 
factory to  you  and  your  friends,  but  if 
there  Is  anything  more  I  can  tell  you, 
please   let   my  know.

If  complete 'success  has  not  attended 
our  caropaicns.  we  certainly  cannot  oom> 
plain  that  it  is  because  the  spirit  of  our 
troops  was  other  than  at  a  ooaalatently 
high  level;  nor  can  we  complain  that 
the  patriotio  spirit  of  the  Allied  nations 
was  other  than  superb.  Why,  then, .  la 
victory  delayed  and  war  prolonged? 

MvUaA  O0«Mi«l« 

It  has  been  said  that  the  present  Bal- 
kan conflict  is  the  result  of  failures  on 
the  part  of  our  dlplomatlats;  but  there 
is,  I  think,  anotlisr  .reason,  and  it  is 
that  while  foilowing  the  Germans  ,in 
eeveral  ways  In  their  methods  of  war- 
fare, we  have  neglected  to  follow 
them  in  the  way  In  which  they  are  sup- 
porting their  allies.

Kven  so  important  a  strategical  factor 
of  the  allied  forces  as  Serbia,  whose 
army  has  operated  in  the  rear  of  our 
enemy,  was  left  to  her  own  fate  until 
the  critical   moment. 

The  Austrlans  were  considered  to  be 
strategically  incapable  when  they  sub- 
mitted their  armies  to  the  supreme  com- 
mand of  tbe  Qermans,  and  in  the  same 
•  way  we  Judged  the  Turks,  and  later  the 
Bulgarians:  failing  In  each  case  to  real- 
ise th4t  In  snoh  a  centralisation  of  the 
strategical  spherce  of  the  allied  enemy 
was  the  reanon  of  their  strength,  Aus- 
trUns.  Turks  and  Bulgarians  alike  sac- 
'Vinced  their  national  ambitions  to  their 
common  cause.. 

It  is  Vorthy  of  note  that  Germany 
wasted  no  time  over  diplomatic  nego- 
tiations: on  the  contrary,  her  strategy 
forced  diplomacy  to  follow  it  A  case  in 
,  point  is  the  diplomatic  friction  which 
arose  between  Germany  and  Austria- 
Hungary  during  the  last  Russian  in- 
vasion of  Oalida.  These  negotiations 
were  In  full  progress  when  Germany, 
though  In  great  dlfflcultles  In  the  north, 
anil  nercely  engaged  on  tbe  Warsaw 
front,  tient  speedy  aid  to  Austria  and  so 
saved   her. 

It  was  a  purely  strategical  movement, 
a  risk  which  strategy  had  to  undertake 
independently  of  diplomatic  negotia- 
tions; and  the  same  methods  have  been 
Adopted  with  regard  to  the  Turks  and 
the  BulgArs. 

VeUtleM  0«nf«ulea 

Have  we  followed  the  same  policy? 
For  precious  months  diplomacy  delayed 
our  reply  to  Serbia's  urgent  appeal  for 
liclp.  We  continued  fruitless  negotia- 
tions with  Bulgaria,  though  our  dip- 
lomats aiust  certainly  have  known  that 
Bulgaria  oould  not  g»  with  us.  being 
bound  by  treaty  with  Germany.  At  the 
•ame  time  the  Important  factors  of 
Greece  and  ROumania  were  neglected, 
and  the  sUuntlon  was  further  compll- 
cated  by  a  paasive  acceptance  of  "armed 
neutrality." 

Germany  knew  well  that  every  com- 
plication in  the  Balkans  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  cerUIn  amount  of  political 
confusion,  and  would  materially  change 
the  political  situation  of  the  Allies,  and 
no  reflect  on  their  general  strategy.  Had 
the  Germans  been  sure  that  Serbia  would 
be  supported  In  good  time  they  would 
never  have  dared  to  attack  her  In  the 
way  they  did. 

The  whole  question  of  the  continued 
existence  of  Serbia  depends  on  the 
events  of  the  next  two  or  three  weeks 
at  the  outside.  Will  the  Allies  be  able 
to  concentrate  the  reinforcements  neces- 
H«ry  to  support  Serbia  within  that 
Period?  Will  Russia  be  able  to  start 
her  action  In  time?  If  not.  the  Serbians, 
taking  refuge  in  the  Albanian  moun- 
tains, may  be  forced  to  lose  all  their 
neid  artillery,  which  cannot  be  Uken 
into   roadless   Albania. 

The  end  of  Serbia  could  entirely 
change  the  general  strategy  of  the 
Allies,  who  could  lose  not  only  a  gal- 
lant Serbian  army,  but  an  army  which 
has  attracted  large  forces  of  the  enemy 
from  other  fronts. 

We  cannot  allow  this  to  happen. 
Though  the  time  Is  short.  It  is  long 
•>nough  If  diplomacy  is  prevented  from 
Impoeing  further  fatal  delays.—- London 
Dally  Kxpress.

eye  cannot  fathom   the  end  of  It.     Nail 
these  Ideas  in  every  German   brain." 

These  words  were  written  a  few  days 
ago  by  no  less  a  writer  than  Herr  Mexl- 
mllian  Harden,  In  his  paper,  The  Zu- 
kuuft,  and  were  passed  for  publication 
by  the  military  censors  of  Berlin.  It 
is  obvlqua  from  these  lines,  and  from 
the  lengthy  article  preceding  them,  Ui 
which  Herr  Harden  studies  the  Allies' 
alleged  "desire  for  peace,"  that  the  Ger- 
man authorities  have  found  It  expedient 
to  .  warn  the  Oerman  t>*3uple  that,  con- 
trary to  their  belief  and  to  their  expec- 
tations, the  Allies  never  thought  Ichh  at 
making  peace  than  at  the  present  mo- 
ment. B'or  the  last  few "  months,  the 
"thinkers"  working  on  the  staff  of  the 
Wolff  Bureau  had  been  ordered  to  ad- 
vertise the  coming  «uu  of  the  allied 
forces,  and  had  indulged  in  a  silly  but 
systematic  exaggeration  of  any  public 
or  private  utterance,  in  France  or  in 
l£ngland,  by  any  peace  crank. 

The  public  had  naturally  .believed  that 
Mr.  Aaqulth  and  M.  Briand  were  on  their 
way  to  Berlin  to  ask  for  peace  and  for 
pardon,  and  with  that  cheery  hope  the 
launching  of  the  third  war  loan  and 
the  announcment  of  another  Winter 
campaign  met  with  considerably  less 
opposition  than  had  been  feared  in  quar- 
ters very  close  to  the  imperial  throne. 
But  lying  does  not  pay  for  long,  says 
The  Dally  Kxpress  correspondent  at 
Amsterdam,  and  the  truth  has  now  been 
broken  to  the  Germans  by  one  of  the 
very  few  Journalists  of  the  empire  who 
enjoys  their  confidence.  He  warns  his 
countrymen  with  his  accuatomed  (Cour- 
age and  vigor,  and  tells  them  In  plain 
language  that  there  Is  no  earthly  reason 
to  believe  thet  the  Allies  will  make 
peace  before  they  are  satlslled  that  they 
have  won  the  war  knd  brought  Germany 
to  accept  their  own  terms. 
tiSMen  of  Bneeta 
"All  that  happens  now  in  Russia," 
Herr  Harden  writes,  "ought  to  teach  us 
the  truth,  and  remind  us-  that  Russia  is 
further  than  ever  from  that  decline  In 
which  we.  in  our  zone  of  madness,  so 
eagerly  believe.  The  Russians  know 
that  their  army  still  includes  seven  mil- 
lion men,  that  eight  further  millions  are 
being  trained  behind  the  front,  that  the 
railway  towards  the  Iceless  sea  Is  about 
flnished.  and  they  hope  that  everything 
will  be  ready  by  Spring.  Their  motto 
Is:  'In  March  next,  or  at  the  very  lat- 
est, in  April,  the  offensive  will  begin 
with  ten  or  twelve  million  well-trained 
men,  armed  with  the  best  guns  and  the 
best  munitions  ever  made  in  Russian, 
•in  Japan,  or  in  America.  Then  the 
enemy  will  be  thrown  out.'  General 
Alexleff,  the  chief  of  the  general  staff, 
saya:  'At  last  we  have  all  the  muni- 
tions we  need  to  deal  with  the  Ger- 
mans. We  have  the  following  words 
marked  on  our  new  cartridge  boxes: 
"Don't  waste  munitions.  Our  war  is 
Just  beginning."  Revolution  In  Rus- 
sia? Not  the  slightest  sign.  Kvory. 
thing  is  staked  on  this  war  and  its  suc- 
ceseful  end." 

This  is  real  news  to  the  German  read- 
er, epecially  as  a  gang  of  "war  corre- 
spondents" have  been  busy  for  the  last 
six  months  telegraphing  from  Sweden 
that  Russia  was  confronted  with  the 
worst  revolutionary  agitation  in  its  his- 
tory. Another  dlsappolnment  is  caused 
to  the  Germans  by  Herr  Harden's  frank 
admission  that  Sweden,  oontrary  to  the 
cherished  hope  of  the  German  general 
staff,  does  nbt  dreap*  of  attacking  Rus- 
sia. And  Anally,  the  famous  editor 
warns  his  readers  .of  ^the  folly  of  hoping 
to  Induce  any  of  the  Allies,  and  espe- 
cially Rueeia,,  to  sign  a  separate 
peace. 

A  Wet  aunket 
All  this  must  operate  as  a  wet  blan- 
ket on  the  German  war  enthusiasm,  and 
must  neoeesarlly  interfere  with  the  IIIin 
denbnrg  workship,  especially  as  the 
Harden  "revelations"  coincide  with 
Hlndenborg's  fmltless  and  desperate  at- 
tempt to  capture  Dvlnsk  and  Riga.  And 
In  order  to  make  his  case  stronger.  Har- 
den writes  a  line  which  must  be  pain- 
ful to  the  Oerman  Joiimallsts.  while  It 
vindlcatee  all  that  the  allied  press  has 
said  of  the  German  system  of  ruthless 
and  unblushing  lying  for  which  Wolff 
is  primarily,  if  not  solely,  responsible. 
"Germany."  he  writes,  "expects  the 
truth  also  from  German  writers."  The 
"expectation."  however,  has  been  sadly 
disappolnUng  thus  far.  and  Hardens 
plucky  article  admits  It— with  the  con- 
sent    of   the    military    censors.

Zukunrt  a  severe  attack  on  the  maniac* 
who.  so  to  sprak.  are  eleenslng  the  Ger- 
man Ungttage  as  If  they  were  eenven- 
gem.

A  recommendation  tiiat  an  arrange- 
ment be  made  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment whereby  the  Soldiers  end  Sailors' 
Home  at  Ksqulmalt  may  be  secured  for 
the  use  of  returned  soldiers  will  be 
made  by  the  Welcome  Club  to  Senator 
Lougheed.

that  old  queer  cruse  of  faith  Credo 
quia  Incrcdibile — belief  In  the  inconceiv- 
able—might  be  applied  to  many  a  deed 
tiiat  illustrates  the  amazing  stufT  of 
which  our  soldiers  are  made.  Here  is  a 
story,  one  out  of  many  scarcely  distin- 
guishable from  It,  which  shows  the  sol- 
dier as  he  simply  and  inconceivably  is. 

It  happened  bpt  a  few  nights  ago,  dur- 
ing the  long  spell  of  bad  weather,  when 
all  the  trenches  were  wet  with  four  days 
of  rain;  but  theae  trenones  were  excep- 
tionally trying,  and  the  men  hud  been 
standing  all  the  week  above  their  knees 
In  water.  The  mortofs  had  been  firing 
much  later  than  usual,  and  It  was  pitch 
dark  and  rain  was  pelting  down,  when 
one  af  their  bombs  fell  plumb  In  the 
trench  with  Its  back  to  a  traverse.  The 
traverse  was  removed  In  one  direction, 
and  a  sergeant,  standing  some  ten  yards 
away  from  It.  turned  a  somersault  over 
the  traverse  in  front  of  it  and  landed 
head  first  In  over  three  feet  of  water. 
When  he  came  to  the  surface  he  found 
a  difficulty  in  standing  and  felt  that 
one  of  his  legs  was  in  several  pieces. 

By  great  fortune  a  surgeon  happened 
to  be  in  a  dugout  nearby,  and  hearing 
the  explosion  and  the  splash,  looked  out 
and  saw  the  wounded  man  struggling  In 
the  water.  He  ploughed  his  way  to  him 
through  the  mad,  and  seeing  his  desper- 
ate condition,  determined  to  make  u 
dash  for  his  instruments  over  the  ex- 
posed morass  of  mire  In  the  rear,  ln-» 
stead  of  by  the  long  roundabout  com- 
munication trenches.  So  propping  the 
sergeant  up  against  a  corner  of  the  par- 
apet, and  making  him  fasten  his  flngern 
Into  tbe  hurdle  that  faced  It,  he  pulled 
himself  up  over  the  parados  and  start- 
ed slithering  across  the  open.  If  one  of 
the  Oerman  flares  revealed  him  while 
upright,  he  was  a  dead  man.  but  by 
ninging  himself  down  into  the  slime  at 
every  hiss  of  the  ascending  stars,  he 
managed  to  avoid  detection,  in  spite  of 
his  hurry,  knowing  that  his  patient  was 
certain  to  drown  if,  in  unconsciousness, 
he  loosed  his  hold  of  the  hurdle,  and 
might  very  readily  bleed  to  death,  in 
any  case. 

A  Treaek  Opemtton 

He  succeeded,  however,  having  col- 
lected his  instrument  ^^se,  in  returning 
across  the  op«n  to  the  Injured  man  be- 
fore his  senses  had  left  him,  and  there 
and  then,  while  they  were  both  stand- 
ing up  to  their  thighs  In  water,  he  per- 
formed an  operation,  severing  what  was 
loft  of  the  leg — the  stump  being  Just 
clear  of  the  water — and  tying  up  the 
arteries  with  no  light  In  that  pouring 
night  to  help  him  but  the  fisxie  of  the 
German  flarea. 

When  at  last  the  wounded  man  ar- 
rived at  the  dressing  station  little  hope 
was  entertained  of  his  recovery,  and  at 
the  clearing  hospital  his  acceptance 
seemed  a  mere  formality,  unconscloue 
aa  he  was  and  so  near  In  hue  to  the 
color  of  the  dead. 

At  eight  the  next  morning  the  chap- 
lain found  htm  with  a  cigarette  between 
his  lips,  entertaining  the  entire  ward 
with  a  humorous  account  of  the  past 
night's  adventure,  and  he  wrote  with 
his  own  hand  a  letter  to  his  wife,  hop- 
ing that  It  "found  her  in  the  pink"  as  It 
left  h|m  at  that  present,  and  warning 
her  that  a  portion  of  him  which  had  ben 
her's  wss  unfortunately  missing,  bat 
that  he  was  lucky  In  bringing  beck 
what  remained  to  her.  He  added  that 
the  children  would  have  a  fine  game  with 
his  wooden  Jeg,  and  that  any  way  he 
could  use  iT  to  stamp  out  needles  for 
Sister   Susie   to  sew   shirts   with. 

Is  one  wrong  In  calling  such  forti- 
tude amaslng.  and  feeling  humbled  In 
spirit  before  It.  or  before  th*  nobl« 
iHuck  of  another  hero,  brought  In  with 
his  pal.  both  grievously  wo«mdcd  by  the 
same  shell,  xnd  already  shrlnlcinc  under 
the  surgeon's  hands?  Ills  side  waa 
pierced  by  fragments  of  steel,  and  the 
surgeon  was  cutting  away  his  drenched 
clothes  from  the  ahaiterrd  arm.  which 
bad  to  he  removed  at   the   shoulder. 

Tet  Just  before  he  lape^  into  un- 
consciousness he  looked  o\t  bis  shoul- 
der with  a  last  thought  for  his  faintly 
moaning  comrade.  '•Btlrk  It,  Bill,  stick 
Itr  he  said  cheerily  through  his  teeth: 
and  th^oe  were  the  last  words  that  he 
•pehe  or  that  the  other  henrd.  for  they 
wers  both  «ead  by  morning. —leaden 
Morning  PMi. 


In  a  series  of  notable  exi>erimenls 
Jusi  completed  at  the  Columbia  L'nlver- 
slty  Cancer  laboratory.  New  York,  es- 
tablished by  the  Oeorg-  Crocker  Special 
Research  Fund  two  years  ago.  Dr. 
Francis  Carter  Wood,  director  of  tbe 
labat^ry,  and  Dr.  Frederick  Prime. 
Jr.,  have  determined  the  relation  of  the 
time  of  exi>oaure,"Hi'  amount  of  radium 
used  and  the  dietnnce  between  the  radium 
tube  ami  the  tumor  tissue  to  the  kill- 
ing effects  of  radium  upon  a  cancer 
CHI. 

In  addition,  the  exiierlmentera  have 
plotted  a  curve,  the  application  of 
which  makes  it  poasible  to  determine 
wlih  reasonable  accuracy  the  quantity 
of  radium  and  the  time  of  exposure 
for  a  given  distance  necessary  In  utilis- 
ing i-adlum  for  the  cure  of  malignant 
tumors.      »  . 

•This  is  th«  f^rst  Mme  in  the  history 
of  tbe  appllcailon  of  radium  to  the 
treatment  of  malignant  organic  growths 
that  such  quai\titptive  tests  have  been 
successfully   worked  out. 

Dr.  Wood  is  Careful  to  state  that  this 
tU^i  not  mean  that  the  problem  of 
treating  cancer  in  the  human  body  has 
been  solved,  On  tbe  contrary,  he  is 
rather  sceptical  that  radium  ever  will 
be  BuccesAfully  used  for  this  purpose 
In  all  kinds  of  cancer.  If  It  is,  how- 
ever. It  Is  unquestionable  that  the  ex- 
r*eriments ;  will  be  of  high  Importance. 
One  Important  outcome  of  the  re- 
search of  these  two  investigators  Is 
the  discovery  that  much  larger  amounts 
of  radium  miu»t  be  used  to  kill  cancer 
cells  than  have  heretofore  been  -  em- 
ployed. The  effect  of  tbe  use  of  small 
quantities  is  to  stimulate  the  rate  of 
growth  of  the  tumor  under  treatment. 
Bate  and  Mtoe  Veed. 
The  investigations,  a  detailed  scien- 
tific report  of  which  Is  published  in 
the  current  number  of  The  Annals  of 
Crocker  Cancer  Kaeearch  LAlioratory,  at 
ll«th  .Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue. 
Itai  and  mouse  tumors  of  various  types 
cut  up  Into  small  sections,  were  em- 
ployed, chosen  carefully  from  special 
cultures  made  at  the  laboratory.  These 
were  treated  with  tubes  of  i-adium 
containing  10,  17,  20  and  83  mllll- 
grammcs  of  the  element.  The  radium 
tubes  were  used  ulonc,  and  in  various 
combinations,  and  at  various  distances. 
The  report  of  Dr.  Wood  and  Dr. 
I'rlme  contains  this  Interesting  sum-* 
mary  of  the  puriiose  and  scope  of  their 
experimentation: 

'^in  most  reports  of  work  done  with 
human  or  animal  tumors  the  quantity 
of  the  radium  element  used,  the  screen 
employed,  the  distance  of  the  tissue 
from  the  radium,  and  the  time  of  ex- 
posure have  not  been  accurately  stated. 
These-  factors  furnish  the  OTily  scien- 
tific basis  for  computing  the  efficiency 
of  radioactive  substances.  Consequent- 
ly, we  determined  upon  a  line  of  ex- 
periments on  the  biological  action  of 
radium,  using  animal  tumors  as  an  in- 
dex of  the  lethal   effect." 

Research  was'  carried  on  with  beta 
and  gamma  rays  In  combination,  ami 
with  gamma  rays  alone.  The  beta  rays 
are  much  more  potent  In  their  action. 
Their  effect  Is  somewhat  Increased  by 
the  addition  of  the  gamma  ray«,  so 
that  the  combination  Is  perhaps  tho 
most  effective  for  practical  use.  The 
gamma  rays  alone  require  very  long 
exposure  of  the  cell. 

Cancer  cells  which  were  treated  with 
a  comblnatUm  of  beta  and  gamma  rays, 
but  not  killed,  showed  n  marked  slow- 
ing In  their  growth  rate  as  compared 
with  the  "controls"  (the  normal  living 
cancer  cells  used  for  comparison)  not 
thus  treated.  This  change  In  the  rate 
of  growth  was  noticeable  In  some  In- 
stances up  to  the  sixth  generation.* 
Further  Investigation  will  be  pursued 
In  this  field.  ' 

Meaeh  QnantltatlTs  Besnlt. 
Wh«ii  the  dljitance  between*  the  can- 
cer cell  and  the  radium  tube  1h  small 
little  1b  gj^lned  by  greatly  Increasing 
the  amount  of  radium  employed.  If 
100  nillllgrammes  kill  in  an  hour.  200 
or  800  milligrammes  will  take  ni  least 
half  an  hour.  It  Ih  found  to  be  better, 
therefore.  If  larRe  quantities  of  radium 
are  to  be  used,  to  distribute  the  sub- 
stance about  or  In  the  tumor,  so  that 
each  tube  acts  separately,  rather  than 
lo  combine  the  whole  amount  in  a  sin- 
gle tube. 

The  periods  determined  for  killing  of 
cancer  In  animals  are  somewhat  longer 
than  the  time  required  to  destroy  cells 
m  a   cancer  of  the  human   breast. 

It  Is  impossible  to  cure  a  metastatic 
nodule  of  cancer  of  the  breast  without 
burning  the  skin  to  a  slight  extent.  In 
animals,  however,  the  skin  Is  less  sus- 
ceptible, and  will  stand  longer  exposure 
without  serious  injury. 

As  discfntlnuous  exposures  are  often 
necessary  In  the  practical  application  of 
radium,  experiments  were  made  to  «ee 
if  tbe  sum  of  a  series  of  exposures  was 
as  effective  as  a  single  application  for 
the  same  time.  It  was  found  that  th«- 
minlmum  letlml  <ione  mas  the  same 
whether  the  treatment  was  continuous 
or  interrupted.  These  Interruptions, 
however,  were  for  short  periods,  ex- 
tending only  over  thirty  hours,  which 
would  not  eufllce  In  the  treatment  of 
human    l>eings.   .  The   report    soys: 

"The  object  of  the  Intervening  per- 
iods is  to  prevent  severe  burnlna,  ami 
this  would  not  l>e  avoided  when  the 
Interruption  covered  so  short  a  period 
as  was  necessary  In  our  experiments 
In  order  to  keep  the  tumor  alive." 
Meeeti  Vtve  Oenelnniona. 
The  experiments  lead  Drs.  Wood  and 
Prime  to  the  following  conclusions: 

"Three  factors  only  are  Important  in 
the  action  of  radium  on  tumors — time 
Of  exposure,  amount  of  radium  el^ 
ment  and  ntsunce  betwe*^  the  radium 
tube  end   the   tumor   tissue. 

"Tho  removal  of  suitable  (liters  of 
the  larger  pert  of  the  beta  rays  dim- 
inishes proportionately  the  effect  of  the 
radium,  but  the  effect  of  the  gamma 
rays  Is  in  ecrordance  with  the  ssme 
general  law  that  governs  the  beta 
rays.  • 

"fkuMethsl  exposnree  slow  the  growth 
of  tumor  cells  for  sesne  t%me.  while 
still  sltorter  treatments  stimulate  the 
cellular  aetlMtles. 

"The  facts  derived  from  our  expert- 
menu  regarding  the  quantity  of  mdlum 
element  mnt  appearance  «f  expoonre 
necesenry  far  a  glwn  disianre  ntay  be 
applied  with  rensonahle  accuracy  to 
human    metlgnnnt    turners.
